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Cable ruling sends CRTC packing 


Winner Lisson 
. . . .indue agreed

A 29-year-old David from 
Victoria staggered a federal 
Goliath with a blow Tuesday 
which also stunned the entire 
Canadian broadcasting in¬ 
dustry and forced a delay of 
months in controversial Victo¬ 
ria and Vancouver cable¬ 
viewing changes. 

Victoria lawyer David Lis¬ 
son won a court victory tor 
ihe citizens’ group Capital 
Cable Co-operative which was 
so unexpected and sweeping 
that the Canadian Radio- 


Co-op’s David stuns federal TV Goliath 


Television Commission, boss 
of all broadcasters, was left 
unsure of its core licensing 
powers. 

As a result, CRTC chairman 
Harry Boyle adjourned major 
commission hearings the rest 
of this week in Vancouver and 
Victoria with no knowledge of 
when they would resume or 
whether the CRTC could go 
ahead with a hearings sched¬ 


ule which is filled for the rest 
of 1976. 

The court victory came 
when Mr. Justice J. E. Dube 
of the Federal Court of Can¬ 
ada trials division upheld Lis- 
son's argument at a Vancou¬ 
ver hearing Monday that the 
co-op should be able to bid for 
the Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 
licence at the now-cancelled 
Victoria hearing. 


The CRTC, which has ruled 
it could only hear the cable 
company’s licence-renewal 
application, reacted by saying 
most of its procedures had 
been cast into doubt and 
CRTC lawyers would have to 
sort it out. 

Broadcast and legal sources 
said the alternatives were a 
CRTC appeal, a rewritten 
CRTC rule allowing competi¬ 


tive bids, a change in federal 
law and even, as one legal Ex¬ 
pert said, “disband the CRTC 
and start all over again.” 

All sources agreed the alter¬ 
natives could mean delays of 
three months to more than a 
year before the mess -Is 
clearer up. They also agreed 
the CRTC would probably ex¬ 
tend current cable, TV and 
radio licences for the time

being and cable spectrums 
would stay as is. 

Dube issued a writ request¬ 
ed by Lisson which orders the 
CRTC to hear the co-op bid 
for a Greater Victoria cable- 
TV licence "before renewing 
the licence of Victoria Cable- 
vision Ltd.” 

The co-op applied to the 
CRTC in October for an equal 
hearing with the cable firm 


but the CRTC returned the 
application, saying its rules 
for licence renewals only al¬ 
lowed a hid by the licence 
holder and protests, called 
“interventions.” by oppo¬ 
nents. If the licence was not 
renewed, new bids would be 
called. 

Dube agreed with Lisson 
that this was “contrary to 
natural justice... it was 
more in the public interest 
that competitive applications 
be heard.” 

The judge noted the CRTC

OTTAWA (CP) - The gov¬ 
ernment granted a reprieve to 
the Canadian editions oT 
Reader’s Digest Tuesday but 
will still place Time maga¬ 
zine under advertiser tax leg¬ 
islation. 

In a Commons announcement 
that startled opposition MPi, 
Revenue Minister Bpd Cullen 
said an agreement between 
the government and the U.S.- 
owned monthly magazines 
would alow Reader’s Digest to 
continue publishing as a Ca¬ 
nadian periodical. 

English- and French - lan¬ 
guage monthly Canadian edi¬ 
tions of Reader's Digest will 
continue to qualify as domes¬ 
tic publications with advertis¬ 
ers able to'claim 100 per cent 
tax deductions lor advertising 
costs. ... 

The deal was made jjjnce 
Monday, when the government 
announced an indefinite delay 
in beginning third-reading de¬ 
bate of th^ legislation.

Mrs. ^Trudeau herself start¬ 
ed an-eventful day Tuesday 
by making her first-ever call 
to an open-line radio show 
and keeping the lines crack¬ 
ling for 30 minutes. 

She followed this up with 
remarks about her newly-won 
freedom at a large informal 
tea party. 

“I’m feeling free.” she told 
a group clustered around her 
at u tea for out-of-town 
women whose husbands were 
attending a housing confer¬ 
ence in Ottawa. 

"I’ve achieved freedom.” 

The prime minister’s 27- 
year-old wife said she woke 
up Tuesday morning to hear 
open-line radio callers cri¬ 
ticizing her for unconventional 
remarks and actions during 
an 11-day Latin American 
tour with her husband. 

The remarks made her cry. 
she said, and she called radio 
station CKOY. 

’T’m. sorry. I shouldn’t cry 
and shouldn’t be so sensitive 
because I don’t feel that I did 
anything wrong," she told the 
show’s host. 

Mrs. Trudeau broke long¬ 
standing protocol several 
times during the tour, but 
startled Canadian, officials at 
a banquet in Venezuela when 
she sang a song composed for 
ihe wife of Venezuelan pres¬ 
ident Carlos Perez. 

She explained on the radio 
- show that she felt her natural 
feelings constrained by pro¬ 
tocol. 

And at one point she said she

Trudeau handled a Barrage 
of opposition questions pn his 
first day in the Commons 
since an 11-day visit to Mex¬ 
ico. Cuba and Venezuela. 

The Conservative opposition 
criticized what it said was his 
soft attitude to Cuba. 

He said he spent three 
hours discussing the Angola 
situation with'Castro. 

He said he told the Cuban 
leader he felt Cuba was mak¬ 
ing a serious mistake involv¬ 
ing itself in the Angolan civil 
war. and suggested Cuba 
would be well-advised lo with¬ 
draw its troops. 

“I think they arc making a • 
serious mistake. They are di¬ 
viding Africans among them¬ 
selves,” he said. 

The Organization of African 
Unity is divided and this was 
a serious situation for an out¬ 
sider to step into, he said he 
had -told Castro. 

Conservative leader Robert 
Stanfield said Trudeau should 
have cancelled his Cuba visit 
to protest the Angolan inter¬ 
vention. 

“This was great for Fidel 
Gastro." Stanfield said in 
leading off the daily Com¬ 
mons question period. “What 
did it do for Canada?” 

Trudeau said the Angolan 
war developed after plans lor 
Ihe visit were made. External 
Affairs Minister Allan Mac- 
Eachen .had publicly con¬ 
demned Cuban Involvement in 
Angola before Trudeau left 
for Cuba, he added. 

Former prime minister 
John Diefenbaker said that

Rent curbs hurt both sides 


OTTAWA (CP) Rent con¬ 
trols are harmlul for both 
landlords and tenants, says 
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Barrie Clark. British Colum¬ 
bia rente Isman. 

But Clark, who rules on 
landlord-tenant disputes, told 
a builders' conference Tues¬ 
day that he -believed govern¬ 
ments would find It difficult to 
drop controls. 

“I van only see a gloomy 
picture." 

He said that his experience 
alter two years of watching 
rent controls operate in B.C. 
was that maintenance of 
existing rental units ground to 
a halt, the elderly and single- 
parent families were barred 
from many apartment proj¬ 
ects. and small landlords, 
were hit hard. 

The former Liberal member 
of the B.C. Legislature was ap¬ 
pointed rentalsman in 1974 
under former New Democrat¬ 
ic Party government legisla¬ 
tion and was retained by the 
• recently elected Social Credit 
government. y

NEW DELHI. India (UPI) 
The Indian government has 
sent troops to the southern 
state of Tamil Nad.u to break 
up clashes between police and 
!K»)itical opponents of Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi. 

Reports of troop deploy¬ 
ment in Tamil Nadu came a 
few hours after the govern¬ 
ment's formal request for a 
postponement of elections and 
a one-year extension of parlia¬ 
ment. 


Clark said rent controls 
could be effective if the feder¬ 
al government’s.over-all anti- 
inflation program wdrked. 

He told the Housing and 
Urban Development Associa¬ 
tion of Canada conference 
that he believed the rentals¬ 
man idea would be continued, 
whatever happened to rent 
controls. 

Referring to the recently in¬ 
troduced Ontario rent control 
plan. Clark said B.C. 
scrapped a similar program 
in 197d because it was un¬ 
workable. The Ontario ap¬ 
proach would demand a huge 
bureaucracy, he said. 

Clark said that tenants had 
a false impression of the real 
cost of their accommodation 


under rent controls, believing 
they benefited from controls. 

"I^andlords as a group be- 
vome more and more antago¬ 
nistic to the intervention of 
controls, and the climate for 
.future investment in rental 
housing is soured.” he said. 

The maximum increase of 
10.6 per cent in B.C. quickly 
became a minimum increase, 
he said, 

The big corporate landlord 
was able to handle rent con¬ 
trols without difficulty, but 
the small landlord suffered, 
with his family’s finances hit 
hard. 

Landlords tried to figure out 
ways of beating the system, 
and maintenance of existing 
units came to a standstill. 


Welfare 

sharing 

agreed 


OTTAWA (CP) — Federal and provincial welfare 
ministers reached agreement in principle Tuesday on 
a new cost-sharing, scheme for social services. 

“There are a couple of points of detail to be ex¬ 
amined,” said federal Welfare Minister Marc Lalonde, 
“but generally I can say that theie is agreement on the 
new social services legislation.” 


The new formula would r & 
place current arrangements 
and expand cost-sharing 
agreements to cover such ser¬ 
vices as group transportation 
for the disabled and operating 
costs of provincial rehabili¬ 
tation facilities. 

Today the ministers are 
scheduled to tackle the com¬ 
plicated question of a guaran- 
teed-income program. The 
last federal-provincial welfare 
conference, in May, at one 
point seemed about to fall 
apart because of basic .dif¬ 
ferences between Ottawa and 
the provinces over control of 
such a program. 

The federal government 
now has decided that any 
guaranteed income scheme 
should be administered by the 
provinces, even if the federal 
government picks up most of 
the costs. 

Lalonde said Tuesday he 
hoped that shift in the federal 
position would clear the way 
for agreement on a program 
this year. 

Quebec Welfare Minister 
Claude Forget was noncom- 
mital about his province’s po¬ 
sition on the revised federal 
program. 

However, he said he sup¬ 
ported the federal decision to 
leave administration up to the 
provinces. 

William Vander Zalm, 
human resources minister for 
B.C., said in an interview that 
he supported the proposal for 
a new social services cost- 
sharing formula. 

“It is a progressive ap¬ 
proach,” he said. 

However, Vander Zalm said 
he would have to take a 
harder look the federal 
government’s guaranteed in¬ 
come proposals before com¬ 
mitting B.C. to the plan. 

Ottawa has proposed a two- 
section program. An income 
support program would guar¬ 
antee a minimum annual in¬ 
come for persons classified as 
unemployables, and another 
program would supplement 
the incomes of those Lalonde 
described as “the forgotten el¬ 
ement In our society — the 
working poor.”

French high commissioner 
and head of the French nego¬ 
tiating team, said that despite 
the heat and danger the 
young hostages were calm.

Trudeau said it was not Ca¬ 
nadian policy to base its aid 
on the foreign policy of other 
countries.

Other s >urces , said the 
commission plans hearings a 
year or more ahead and rene¬ 
wals make up a ma jor part of 
the agendas. 

Any appeal must go to the 
Federal Court appeals divi¬ 
sion sitting in Vancouver or 
Ottawa. Both the co-op and the 
CRTC have indicated they 
would fight any defeat there, 
and the only avenue left 
would be to the Supreme 
Court of Canada. 

The appeal might be ar¬ 
ranged by next month but the 
Supreme Court calendar is 
clogged for months ahead. 

Going to the House of Com¬ 
mons for new legislation 
Would also take months and a 
silrrender by the CRTC in the 
form of a newly-written rule 
allowing competitive bids at 
renewal time would also force 
delays. 

All renewal bids already set 
for hearings would have to be 
advertised again. Applicants 
would need time to arrange fi¬ 
nancing and prepare docu¬ 
ments. The public would then 
have to be given time to lodge 
protests or voice support.

Kissinger threatens 
tough line in Angola 


Colonlsf Wire Services 

SAN FRANCISCO - The 
massive intervention by the 
Soviet Union and Cuba in the 
internal affairs of Angola is of 
“urgent concern” and will be 
met by active diplomatic 
manoeuvres. State Secretary 
Henry Kissinger said Tues¬ 
day. r ., 

Kissinger, in deleting criti¬ 
cal references to Congress in 
portions of his prepared text, 
said Angola represented the 
first time the Soviets had 
moved militarily at long dis¬ 
tances to impose a regime of 
their own. 

"It is the first time that the 
United States has failed to re¬ 
spond to Soviet military 


moves outside the immediate 
Soviet sphere,” the secretary 
of state said in what was de¬ 
scribed by officials as a 
major jwlicy pronouncement. 

Cuba, he said, by dispatch¬ 
ing 11,000 combat troops to 
Angola, had threatened other 
regimes throughout Africn. 

“The government has a 
duty to make clear in the So¬ 
viet Union and Cuba that An¬ 
gola sets no precedent, that 
this type of action will not be 
tolerated again,” Kissinger 
told a luncheon crowd of 2,000 
members of San Francisco’s 
Commonwealth Club. 

• In other developments, 
pro-Western Zaire said Tues¬ 


day that foreign mercenaries 
hired to fight in Angola can- 
riot pass through its territory 
or use it as a staging area. 

Recruiting in South Africa, 
Western Europe and the Unit¬ 
ed States continued, however. 

• Five African leaders will 
meet in the Zambian capital 
of Lusaka this weekend 1 o dis¬ 
cuss how to talk Angolan’s 
three warring armies into 
ending the fighting and form¬ 
ing a joint government, a 
South African newspaper ^aid 
Tuesday. 

At least 10 previous at¬ 
tempts to end tlie war have 
failed. 


Wilson 
faces TV 
thumping 


LONDON (Reuter) — The 
tradition of British cabinet se¬ 
crecy, weakened by the dis¬ 
closures of former minister 
Richard Crossman, faces an¬ 
other bruising from television 
next Monday night over the 
crisis of Chrysler’s British 
subsidiary. 

Granada, a Manchester- 
basted commercial TV com¬ 
pany, plans to show an hour- 
long reconstruction of recent 
secret ministerial arguments, 
with political journalists play¬ 
ing , Prime Minister Harold 
Wilson and other key min¬ 
isters. 

The agonizing over whether 
and how to help the ailing 
subsidiary Is bellteved to have 
caused bitter dissension in 
Wilson’s cabinet. The outcome 
was a $324-million govern¬ 
ment rescue operation, now 
jeopardized by a strike. 

Granada calls the projected 
program a new way of pite- 
senting important public 
issues, and is to decide next 
weekend whether it can be 
screened. 

-.Either way, it is likely to 
add a new twist to thte dispute 
started by Crossman, a -lead¬ 
ing Labor party figure who 
died in April 1974, firmly be¬ 
lieving the people should 
know what happened behind 
the closed doon^of the cabinet 
room at 10 Downing Street. 

Thte government recently 
lost a legal battle to try to 
prevent publication of the 
first volume oh his diaries, 
which described cabinet de¬ 
bates from 1962 to 1964. after 
arguing that normal govern¬ 
ment could not proceed If 
ministers could riot speak to 
teach other in confidence. 

Granada stresses its pro¬ 
gram will not be a .word-for- 
word enactment of cabinet 
proceedings. 


Lebanese system called ‘tribal ’ 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (UPI) — 
Socialist leader Kamal Jurrrb- 
latt denounced the Lebanese 
government system Tuesday 
as ''tribal and colonialist” 
and accused-right-wing Chris¬ 
tian leaders of being prepared 
to accept the protection of 
Israel. 

Zuheir Mohsen, leader of 
the Syrian-backed As Saiqah 
guerrilla group, returned to 
Beirut Tuesday after consult¬ 
ing with President Hafez 


Assad in Damascus on 
progress of the Syrian initia¬ 
tive to end the 10 -month-old 
Lebanon civil war. 

The Damascus-sponsored 
13-day-old cease-fire held firm 
despite minor violations. • j 
Jumblatt said the rightists’ 
call for the restoration of I Le¬ 
banon’s total sovereignty "in¬ 
dicates that their intentions 
are not good.” 

Right-wing leaded. includ¬ 
ing Phalangist party chief 


Pierre Geyayel and Interior 
Minister Camille Chamoun, in 
a statement last ‘weekend 
called for the “return of sov¬ 
ereignty in Lebanon to its 
people and the control by Le¬ 
banese authorities, military 
and civilian, all over Leban¬ 
ese territory.” 

"What sovereignty Is this 
they talk about?” Jumblatt 
asked. "It is we who call for 
the sovereignty of the Leban¬ 


ese people’s masses over their 
land, by removing this colon¬ 
ialism imposed by a minority 
of (Christian) Maronite Isola¬ 
tionists.” 

* Jumblatt said the Lebanese 
political system was "tribal 
and colonialist and included 
privileges (to certain groups) 
which are unacceptable in 
this age and vlolajte the prin¬ 
ciples of Christian equality it¬ 
self.” 


Companies 
threaten 
oil pinch 

ROME (UPI) — Oil compa¬ 
nies threatened Tuesday to 
curtail Italy’s oil supplies 
unless the government al¬ 
lowed them to raise prices to 
make up for the decline of the 
lira. 

The oil companies’ ultima¬ 
tum came while premier- 
designate Aldo Moro and his 
Christian Democratic party’s 
leadership reviewed an emer¬ 
gency anti-recession program 
he hoped would allow him to 
form Italy’s 38th government 
in 32 years. 

The Italian Petroleum In¬ 
dustry Union, which repre¬ 
sents private oil companies 
operating in Italy, told Moro 
that "the massive devalua¬ 
tion of the lira, added to the 
serious situation already 
existing before, has made the 
position of our companies ab¬ 
solutely critical.” 


Ulster attempts again 
to share government 


BELFAST (UPI) — North- 
*ern Ireland’s constitutional 
convention Tuesday began a 
month-long emergency ses¬ 
sion on British orders to pro¬ 
duce a system of government 
to give the minority Roman 
Catholics a say in running the 
province. 

The convention met against 
a background of new bomb¬ 
ings and threats of increased 
violence from both Protestant 
and Roman Catholic extrem¬ 
ists. 

The militant, provisional 
wing of the outlawed Irish Re¬ 
publican Army, seeking to 
drive Britain from the prov¬ 
ince, pinned its threat to the 
fate of Frank Stagg. a 34- 
year-old convicted IRA man 
reported near death in a 
51-day hunger strike in a Brit¬ 
ish jail. 

There were also threats 
from extremist Protestant 
para-military groups that 


they would unleash a wave of 
strikes and violence if the 
Catholics were given power in 
a future administration. 

Four incendiary bombs 
blasted Belfast’s exclusive 
Bankers’ Club early Tuesday, 
starting a blaze that gutted, 
the building and adjoining 
business premises. Police said 
there were no casualties in 
the blaze about 100 yards 
from the British army’s down¬ 
town headquarters. 

In another incident, three 
policemen who forced their 
way into an abandoned house 
to look for a body that had 
been reported dumped there 
were injured by a booby trap 
bomb blast. 

Authorities said one police¬ 
man’s clothes were stripped 
from his body and thte of¬ 
ficers’ submachineguns were 


twisted out of shape, but none 
of the men was seriously hurt. 

This is the second effort by 
the 78-member constitutional 
convention. Last year it voted 
42-36 to exclude Catholics 
from any participation in pro¬ 
vincial government. 

Britain ordered the conven¬ 
tion to try again to find a sys- 
terii acceptable to both com¬ 
munities. 

Merlyn Rees, Britain’s chief 
minister in Ulster and the of¬ 
ficial ruling it since the pro¬ 
vincial government collapsed 
in 1974, gave it three areas to 
consider. 

They were to examine 
"partnership and participa¬ 
tion” between the communi¬ 
ties, to study the possibility of 
a committee system, and to 
see whether they could patch 
together a temporary agree¬ 
ment that might develop into 
something permanent. 


Syrian dilemma puts 
war closer — Israeli 


TEL AVTV, Israel (UPI) — 
Israeli Defence Minister Shi¬ 
mon Peres warned Tuesday of 
the dangers of a new Middle 
East war in 1976 because of 
Syria’s "dilemma” over the 
GolanHeights. 

Peresf said the Soviet Union 
is pouring arms into Syria 
not trust Syria completely.” 
He said U.S. arms are flowing 
he said U.S. arms are flowing 
into Israel regularly, "but as 
always we’d like a faster 
rhythm.” 

"Syria will be In a dilemma 
in May (when the mandate of 


UN forces on the Israeli-oc¬ 
cupied Golan Heights runs 
out),” he s’aid. "If she is 
ready for war-then the whole 
year should be seen as 
fraught with danger. 

Peres, in an interview of 
Israel’s , national television 
station, said "there are 
doubts Syria can go it alone” 
in a new' Middle East war. 

"I feel Syria Is planning a 
coalition of Syria, Jordan, 
Iraq and Lebanon and is look¬ 
ing for a way to drag In 
Egypt as well,” he said.

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Without controls, chaos 
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W HILE FEDERAL AND PROVINCIAL authorities 
ponder the most effective means of applying Ot¬ 
tawa's formula for slowing inflation, one section of 
society will adamantly oppose application of prices 
and wages controls._ 

Jack Munro, western regional president of the 
International Woodworkers of America, went so far as 
to warn that unless the anti-inflation measures were 
repealed “there could be a revolt in the country.” 
(This is not an exact quote: the profanity is omitted ) 
As January ended with predictions of bigger-than- 
ever deficits in Canada's foreign trade and the faint 
glimmerings of recovery noted in mid-1975 vanished in 
the fog of last-quarter statistics, there were more than 
ample inducements for co-operation among .all those 
who are partners in the national economy — whether 
they like it or not. 

Mr. Muhro. however, chose to inform the federal 
government, through a resolution passed by IWA 
delegates at their annual convention in Vancouver last 
Friday, that the union will refuse to co-operate 
The resolution also committed the 55.000 
membership to support the Canadian Labor Congress 
campaign against the anti-inflation law 

It was, in effect, a declaration of defiance of the 
parliamentary system. 

It is a little difficult to reconcile such an attitude 
with Mr. Munro's protestation that “I don't believe in 
anarchy or stuff like that.” 

Meanwhile — with Prime Minister Pierre Trudeau 
conspicuously absent — federal and provincial leaders 
are hunting for answers to the very real and com¬ 
plicated problems of administering the control laws 
So far only Ontario, Newfoundland and Prince Edward 
Island have indicated approval of federal jurisdiction 
in the provincial sector. British Columbia and Alberta, 
while not committed, are believed to support this ar¬ 
rangement 


Quebec however, while it accepts the Ottawa 
guidelines, has chosen to administer the law within its 
jurisdiction Saskatchewan has intimated it will take 
the same course^ 

But at least the long-sought consensus has been 
achieved at government level, and there is no opposi¬ 
tion — and no great enthusiasm, either — from the 
management sector. Only labor is divided on the issue. 

This is a pity, because it is the wage-earner who 
has suffered most seriously from the effects of ac¬ 
celerating inflation and who, therefore, stands to gain 
the greatest benefits if controls can be effectively ap¬ 
plied. 

When Mr Munro told the woodworkers' conven : 
tion that Vancouver supermarkets raised their prices 
, in anticipation of the wage hikes and challenged the 
companies to deny it. he was making the point that it is 
management rather than the unions which is responsi¬ 
ble for the price spiral in the food stores. 

Whether Mr. Munro would agree that manage¬ 
ment would have the right to increase prices after 
wage demands were met is really beside the point. It is 
hardly debatable that there should be a fair return on 
investment. 

This is an area in which the federal anti-ipflation 
board will function. Unjustifiable price increases will 
not be accepted, and neither will irresponsible wage 
demands. 

Surely, for the sake of the national well-being, for 
worker, pensioner, and investor alike, the govern¬ 
ment’s attempt to restore stability in the economy — 
however belated — deserves a chance to show whether 
it will work or not. Surely no one at this point should 
want to throw sand in the gears. The alternative is the 
same sort of chaos and increasing hardship the 
country has experienced during the past four years. 

Surely Mr. Munro and the other opponents of con¬ 
trols don't want that 


Welcome warnings 


T HERE IS LITTLE likelihood that the efforts of the 
Greenpeace Foundation will do much more 
than call international attention forcibly once more to 
the annual slaughter of seals on the ice off the coast of 
Newfoundland. Foundation members plan to spray as 
many white seal pups as they can with a waterproof 
green dye before the Canadian and Norwegian hunters 
get to them, rendering the pelts worthless. But when 
127,000 seals may be killed in March within the 
reduced quotas permitted'this year, the Greenpeace 
defenders are not apt to be able to stain many of them 
Therefore if, as reported. Fisheries Minister 
Romeo LeBlanc has warned the foundation that its 
members face arrest and prosecution if they interfere 
with the hunt, the conservation group probably ap¬ 
preciates it — a little more publicity, and the prospect 
of further dramatic action when the time comes 


And although he did not intend to help the founda¬ 
tion. the same applies to the statement of George 
Baker. Liberal MP for Gander-Twillingate that New¬ 
foundland seal-hunters have threatened to shoot at any 
aircraft or boats used by the foundation to spray the 
seal pups If he knows about the threats first-hand, in¬ 
cidentally. government warnings ought to be handed 
out to them, too. 

Mr. Baker has referred to the Greenpeace 
program as a “national joke,” but there is nothing 
even faintly amusing about trying to spare thousands 
of baby seals an ugly death and to preserve the 
species. If the foundation is unable to save many seals 
this year, its hope and that of millions of others must 
be that its actions will have sufficient new impact on 
government to bring about a protracted moratorium 
on the seal hunt — or better still, an end to it

Usually the "43 ritual 
which is the first order of 
business of the day, consists of 
three or four promptly vetoed 
motions. This day there was a 
post-holiday flood of 10 such 
motions. Most of them dealt 
with the usual "43" subjects 
such as the closing of an army 
■use. the need for an additional 
air-sea rescue unit, licences for 
Jobster fishermen, auto in¬ 
surance premiums in B.C. and 
similar items of “urgent and 
pressing necessity.”

Export tax levy

l nderstandablv. neither Bill 
Bennett nor Peter Ixiugheed 
has much use for the federal 
government s proposed export 
tax levy As premiers of 
provinces whose life blood 
flows from natural-resource- 
based indu&Uies. the prospect 
ot a 100-per-cent tax on profits 
made in an otherwise controls- 
free export market must be bit¬ 
ter medicine indeed. Yet. the 
B.C. premier s comment that 
the levy is "not in the best in¬ 
terest of our provinces'' 
deserves closer scrutiny 
Obviously. B.C... has much 
more to lose if the price of 
forest products or minerals 
soars, since crude oil appears 
to be exempt from the levy — 
not that Alberta has any extra 
to export. Without the levy, if a 
price jump occurred on the in¬ 
ternational market, exporters 
could enjoy a comparative ad¬ 
vantage over their domestic 
counterparts or could con¬ 
ceivably neglect domestic 
markets in favor of a more 
lucrative world price. Windfall 
profits during a period of en¬ 
forced restraint are not only 
unfair but psychologically 
damaging as well. For these 


reasons, it would seem that, if 
the control program is to work, 
the export levy must be in 
place. 

Notwithstanding this, neither 
Mr Bennett nor Mr Lougheed 
appears to have properly con¬ 
sidered the plow-back provi¬ 
sions incorporated in the levy 
legislation A full 90 per cent of 
the levy can be refundable it 
profits are used to boost 
employment, improver produc¬ 
tion facilities, or explore or 
develop new oil. gas and 
mineral deposits Those wor¬ 
ried about setting profits aside 
to cushion against the boom 
and bust cycles in the natural- 
resource exploitation in¬ 
dustries nilgai remember that 
these companlea have a* full 10 
years in which to plow their 
profits' back 

tliven these considerations 
and given the interdependent 
nature of all facets of the 
federal control program., it 
would seem that Mr. Bennett s 
and Mr Lougheed s time could 
be better spent encouraging in¬ 
dustries to use the rebate 
provisions of the levy legisla¬ 
tion to minimize its punitive 
asjiei Is 


The United States’ 
relationship with China is look¬ 
ing more complicated and less 
promising than it seemed in the 
excitement of President Nix¬ 
on s first visits to Peking 

Conversations with 
knowledgeable officials in 
Washington leave the impres¬ 
sion that there is little worry 
about China at present, even 
in the wake of Chou En-lai’s 
death 

President Ford s visit late 
last yeaj, they say. went off 
well enough. The banquet given 
by the Chinese to say goodbye 
to (ieorge Bush i Number One 
American in Peking whom 
Ford has appointed to run the 
CIA) is taken as another good 
sign. The Chinese host was a 
vice-premier senior enough, 
the Americans think, to be 
properly flattering to the 
United States 


But looking ahead, people 
here see difficulties The 
Chinese, it is generally ac¬ 
cepted, want the U S, to be a 
counterweight to Russia. If 
something happens to lessen 
American's ability or desire.to 
provide this counterweight 
Peking will be disturbed, and 
Sino-American relations will 
be in trouble , * 

Watergate, the shameful 
departure of Nixon and 
-Congress subsequent attempt 
to reassert its authority over 
foreign policy have indeed 
brought on a period of uncer¬ 
tainty in American diplomacy 
American officials believe the 
Chinese find this hard to un¬ 
derstand. which is not surpris¬ 
ing for one does not have to go 
as far as Communist Asia to 
find foreigners puzzled by the 
ways of American politics and 
the American constitution 

The Chinese, one is told here, 
want the United States to have 
a strong foreign policy. It is as- 
sumed that every time 
Congress or the press or public 
opinion prevents this (as for 
example over Cyprus and more 
recently in Angola) Chinese 
eyebrows go up 

★ * * 

The Chinese may not under¬ 
stand why all this is happening 
but. it is felt, they will certain¬ 
ly be able to perceive the mo¬ 
ment when the link with the 
U S. is no longer an asset to 
them.

This has not happened so tar. 
“They haven t written us off 
yet." was how one otlicial put 
it. The feeling is that Peking 
will wait until the U.S. once 
more has an elected president 
who can get both congressional 
and public support for his 
foreign policy. 

Chinese patience again 
shows up in the approach to the 
Taiwan problem, although it is 
recognized here that "their 
patience is not inexhaustible ' 
During the Nixon heyday the 
hope was that the Taiwan 
problem would be solved some 
time during Nixon’s second 
term. Ford, entering a tricky 
election in which he is being 
challenged from the Right by 
Ronald Reagan, just cannot 
move an inch on Taiwan. 

What worries people in 
power here more is that the 
present hiatus in American 
foreign policy coincides with 
the succession problem in 
China. Chou Is gone. Mao. 
although still mentally alert, 
must follow him soon

> American experts feel that 
the complicated business of 
deciding who China's new 
rulers will be is bound to affect 
Chinese policies. “We must as¬ 
sume anyhow," I was told. 

that some Chinese are asking 
why they are antagonizing Rus¬ 
sia if American power is 
diminishing The most 
knowledgeable officials in 
Washington are modest about 
what they know of political 
debate within China. But they 
do accept as plausible the con¬ 
ventional wisdom that there is 
a sort of pro-Russian lobby that 
iljcludes generals who want 
Russian arms. 

So a Sino-Russian rapproche¬ 
ment is now accepted here as a 
real possibility Admittedly the 
feeling is that it could only be 
of a limited sort, for there are 
many problems in the relations 
between the two countries 
that cannot be wished away 

The immense land border, 
complicated by nationalities 
and tribes who live on both 
sides of the frontier, will re¬ 
main a potential source of ten¬ 
sion The differences between 
Chinese and Russian civiliza¬ 
tion can easily be translated 


into violent popular attitudes. 

Washington experts also do 
not think that the rivalry 
between China and Russia for 
influence over the world Com¬ 
munist movement rs likely to 
come to an end. 

Any rapprochement, 
therefore, is seen as being 
cautious and partial. It would 
be a tactical move to give Pek- 
ing more freedom of 
manoeuvre between Moscow 
and Washington. In this respect 
the interpretation here of 
China’s recent release of the 
Russian helicopter crew that 
it had held for two years is of 
considerable interest 


Although il is accepted Uiat 
there is very likely a variety of 
motives behind the release. 
Washington is taking it as a 
Chinese reminder to the U.S 
that Peking can balance 
Moscow against Washington 
just as well as Washington can 
balance Moscow against Pek¬ 
ing. 

What worries some officials 
here is the possible effect of 
this on the American 
relationship with Russia 

The main advantage to the 
U.S. of the triangular 
relationship between 
Washington. Moscow and Pek 
ing has been that it increased 
American leverage on Russia 
• The accepted view could be 
summed up as "good American 
relations with Peking mean 
good American relations with 
Russia." But if China draws 
l&flPa little from the U.S. and 
moves forward a little towards 
Russia what will that do to Dr. 
Kissinger's plan to corral the 
Russians within a net of agree¬ 
ments and understandings 
★ ★ it 

Some people nere 
already prepared to speculate 
that recent American dif¬ 
ficulties with Russia are partly 
to be explained by the hint of 
difficulties that have cropped 
up in Peking-Washington rela¬ 
tions This is a sobbing 
thought, for it implies that 
even at this stage Russia is 
reading the signals from China 
to mean that it has less reason 
to worry about a stab in the 
back from China than it once 
supposed and greater freedom 
to meet the Americans

Please stop being so ignorant 
about something you don't un¬ 
derstand. I am 29 years old and 
have two healthy sons, six r 
years and tour years old. I 
worked until six months after 1 
was married. I had that job for 
eight months; the only way I 
got jt was by not telling my 
employer my secret. He found 
out over lunch while he. myself 
and a salesman were making 
an order for Christmas 
Without warning I had a 
seizure, and the employer and 
salesman both went and got 
drunk and 1 was* asked to 
resign. I can look back now and 
laugh, also feel sorry for the 
younger people and those in 
their late teens or early twen¬ 
ties who have epilepsy because 
that's when I found it hardest 
to take. Those without epilepsy 
shiver with fear when con¬ 
fronted with it. but those who 
have It feel like dying when 
confronted with those looks of 
tear. 

Epileptics are not insane 
crazy people, they don't bite, 
and they don't cast spells on 
you They are normal average 
everyday people who live and 
love just like you — if you let*' 
us. Epilepsy is not hereditary, 
nor is it contagious, so what is 
the problem'* Maybe just ig¬ 
norance

Your paper accurately 
recorded my sentiments, 
voiced at the Victoria Labor 
Council, against using worker's 
union dues for political parties 
However. John Sullivan's 
statement that this was done 
on a majority vote needs some 
illumination. As things now 
stand it,is rare for a union to 
get much more than 1 per cent 
of its membership out to 
regular meetings. In a situa¬ 
tion like this it is easy to see 
how a small determined group 
can take over the executive of 
a local union. Members of the 
Communist Party are 
entrenched in a few but most 
are NDP. But the vote was not 
even a majority of this small 
minority From these 
minorities delegates are sent 
to the various labor councils. 
Most. I think, are elected but I 
sam aware of delegates being 
appointed. So it is that about 
100 Victoria Labor Council 
delegates determine the 
political philosophy for some 
16.000 members.

I found 
that often their one link for the 
hope ot a changing future was 
through Ms. Ernngton who 
acted as liaison officer, notify¬ 
ing the government of the 
needs of these women. I found 
that there is not enough work 
tor women who need 
employment: in some regions, 
no day-care centres exist. 

In many large towns, elderly 
. women told me they were 
waiting lor death — an appall¬ 
ing situation when their talents 
could be utilized on a volunteer 
basis. 1 also found that women 
who once had worked In 
partnership with their hus¬ 
bands on traplines or stump 
ranches, occupations that 
changed as their mentolk were 
forced into other work, now 
need financial and 
organizational aid- to help 
promote handicrafts that could 
be made at home. W ho will aid 
them now? 

Social workers already have 
a heavy caseload. Manpower 
officials can otter only the jobs 
that exist, they alone cannot 
create more. I suggest that the 
lull worth of Ms. Ernngton's 
work is not known — and when 
it is known, surely the govern¬ 
ment must recognize that she 
should continue in this work.

Rape case verdict 
expected today 


A jury of three women and 
nine men is expected to reach 
a verdict today in a Supreme 
Court trial of a 30-year-old 
Victoria man on a charge of 
rape. 

Testimony wound up Tues¬ 
day after the accused man 
admitted to judge and jury he 
took an envelope from the 18- 
year-old 1 complainant after 
sexual intercourse. 

Richard Ernest Nussle, 3209 
Rutledge, was charged follow¬ 
ing an incident Oct. 19, 1975, 
at the Esquimau heliport. 

Nussle referred to the enve¬ 
lope, beaming the com¬ 
plainant’s address, which Vic¬ 
toria police Sgt. Ivan Purdy 
said Monday he found in 
Nussle’s pocket during inves¬ 
tigation. 

The girl told the court Mon¬ 
day the man who had sexual 
intercourse with her took the 
envelope so "he could get me 
if I said anything." 

On the second trial day, 
Nussle testified that the girl 
had gone along with his sex¬ 
ual advances.

“I had no intention of ever 
seeing her again. I took it ! 
(the envelope) because I was 
apprehensive about the whale 
situation and wouldn’t warn it 
to get hack to my wife,” 
Nussle told court. 

He confirmed the route she 
had testified they drove after 
Nussle picked up the hitch¬ 
hiker that morning. 

He said he drove into the 
heliport rather than where 
she had directed because “I 
just wanted to make out with 
her. that was all.” 

Nussle testified he “persist¬ 
ed” with advances although 
“she pushed me away.” t 

“She made no'attempt to 
get out of the truck,” he told 
court. 

Earlier the teenage com¬ 
plainant had said "I was 
afraid for my life. I couldn’t 
get out of the truck.^and there 
was no one else around." 

Also testifying Tuesday 
were the complainant’s boy¬ 
friend and Victoria Constable 
Ken Weiss.

Lady Lumberjack, 
homesteader 
dies here at 99 


Dorothea Mitchell, whose 
hook. Lady Lumberjack, told 
of her experiences an a wil¬ 
derness camp in Ontario in 
the early years of this centu¬ 
ry, died Monday in Victoria 
General Hospital at the age of 
99. 

She retired to Victoria in 
1944 and devoted her. time to 
writing. Several of her arti¬ 
cles were published in the 
Colonist’s Islander magazine. 

But with publication in 1967 
of her book, she presented a 
picture of personal enterprise 
that few single women of her 
generation had ventured into. 

Born in the British Isles, 
she had spent her childhood in 
India. After her lather died. 


she came to Canada in 1904 
and became the mainstay of 
her widowed mother and 
sister. 

In the mining camp of 
Silver Mountain, 40 miles 
from Port Arthur, she became 
a storekeeper, then had a 
sawmill, timber rights, tie 
contracts and logging camps. 
She was also a pioneer single¬ 
woman homesteader. 

She retired to Victoria after 
a successful career in accoun¬ 
tancy and real estate. 

She was an honorary life 
member of the Canadian Au¬ 
thors’ Association. 

Latterly Miss Mitchell bad 
made her home at the Glcn- 
shiel Hotel, 606 Douglas.

For she seems to rely on 
broad symbolism from her- 
characters, Irom her locale in 
a deteriorating brothel to the 
caged East Indian woman. 

And yet surely more is 
needed. 

Director Larry Lillo stages 
this Vancouver Playhouse 
New- Company production 
with considerable reflection. 


And Jack Simon’s designs are 
visually strong in a play 
whose tensions are surprising¬ 
ly minimal. 

While the acting is adequate 


and with Diana Belshaw 
and Heather Brechin more 
than this — any lack of Inspi¬ 
ration must really be blamed 
on Ms. Pollock.

for Crystal

Victoria Social Credit MLA 
Sam Bawlf has 180 days to 
hammer out a scheme that 
might save the Crystal Gar¬ 
den from demolition. 

If his efforts fail, Victoria 
Aid. Robert Wright will rec¬ 
ommend that city council 
•order the building torn down. 

The . problem Bawlf. a 
former Victoria alderman, 
must overcome is an acute 
shortage of money. * 

He api>eared before coun¬ 
cil’s land management com¬ 
mittee Tuesday to seek sup-, 
port for a tentative proposal 
to enable financing of the 
Crystal Garden’s restoration. 

But Bawlf found little enthu¬ 
siasm for his plan, which 
would cofnmit the city to con¬ 
tribute about $750,0 00. plus 
possible tax roheessions, to 
the restoration. 

Bawlf’s scheme also calls 
for the forming of a non-profit 
foundation which would fi¬ 
nance (he remainder of Ihe 
project, estimated to cost 
$1.25 million, for a total cost 
ol about J2 million. 

Mayor Michael Young and 
several aldermen made it 
clear that they would under 
no circumstances burden Vic¬ 
toria taxpayers with the cost 
or saving Ihe Crystal Garden. 

Young also pointed out that 
in addition to paying $750,000. 
the city would probably, have . 
lo make tax concessions to 
keep the operating cost down 
after the 1924 building had 
heen refurbished and convert¬ 
ed to an arboretum. 


Bawlf told the committee he 
wouldn’t approach potential 
inuiicipants in the foundation 
scheme unless there was cer¬ 
tainty that the city had 
$750,000 to contribute. 

The aldermen stressed that 
they would check that aspect, 
hut wouldn’t commit the city 
to anything. 

Interviewed after the meet¬ 
ing. Bawlf said he wasn’t too 
disappointed. Having under¬ 
taken quite a number of restrv 
ration projects as a private^ 
developer, he “was used to 
skepticism. 

"As a matter of fact, skep¬ 
ticism about old buildings is 
just about the lowest common 
denominator I’ve had to deal 
with in the past few years," 
Bawlf said. 

Earlier he told the commit¬ 
tee he wouldn’t hesitate to 
take on the project of restor¬ 
ing the old Crystal Garden if 
it weren't for his promise to 
voters that ho wouldn’t in-, 
volve himself in any develop¬ 
ment activities while he was 
an MLA. 

* Wright lold Bawlf bluntly 
that unless an economically 
feasible arrangement could be 
worked out for the building's 
restoration, he would recom¬ 
mend that it "be tom down 
forthwith.” 

The time limit he gave 
Bawlf was 180 days. After 
lhal. down it would come. 
Wright said. 

«C'And you can imagine what 
lhat might do to my political 
career," Wright said.

sewage

Albert Head Ratepayers, 
protesting a proposed 
7.2003init housing develop¬ 
ment on 850 acres Ranking 
. Latoria Road in .0)1 wood, 
have zeroed ih on the question 
of sewage disposal. 

At a meeting which lasted 
late Tuesday night, about 70 
resident* affirmed their op- 
iNisition lo any sewage outfall 
■ ■if Albert Head. 

They were, in fact, opposed 
any ocean disposal of sew¬ 
age. ' 

They decided to demand 
that Ihe Capital Region Board 
investigate land d«st>osal of 
sewage if if approved Dunhill 
- Development dorp/, a crown 


agency, going ahead wnth the 
development. 

Farmer (’Jeoffrey Mitchell 
noted that the outfall which 
has been proposed for Albert 
Head would be more than 1% 
miles long, and costly. 

He acknowledged that land 
disposal was not profitable, 
hut said it did have the ad¬ 
vantage of returning nutrients 
to ibe land. 

Ratepayers’ Association 
president Shirley Wilde noted 
.that the plups presented to 
the regional board by Dunhill 
lq*t week had set deadlines in 
the spring for planning to he 
done between CRD staff and 
rkinhill. 

. It also suggested cosl-shqr- 
ing on the installation of ser¬ 
vices to the development, with 


recommendations to be ready 
again in the spring. 

She said the region would 
he unlikely to agree to cost- 
sharing or to installing' an out¬ 
fall for the number of units 
which could be built on the 
270 acres actually owned by- 
Dunhill. 

“To sell anyone on the idea, 
they have to have a more 
elaborate plan. 

"They have dazzled people 
with figures. 

"They say they are going lo 
put 22,000 people there. 

"It is a fantastic plan, hut 
we have to'go hack to cold, 
hard realities'." 

"I would like to know how- 
many units they can build on 
270 acres of rock, runoff and 


wet areas after putting* in 
roads and other services.” 

Ww said the plana' for the 
other 580 acres had , been 
brought in to make the plans 
more spectacular. 

The ( ratepayers were also 
concerned about transportation 
in and out of the area. 

There was. they said, al¬ 
ready a bottleneck for com¬ 
muters working in Victoria. 

The transportation problem 
had to he solved, they agreed, 
before the region started deal¬ 
ing with further'development 
out of town. 

Concern was 1 also expressed 
about the success of satellite* 
towns, and it'was decided that 
members should try to get 
more ’information *>n the re¬ 
sults of eonetruction of satel¬ 
lite towns in other countries.

He said the 13.8-pcr-ccnt 
boost which the nine trustees 
wanted in order to come close 
to federal guidelines was now 
impossible to hold, and lie 
thought a figure of slightly 
more than 16 per cent might 
now' be the likely final figure. 

The board will begin de¬ 
tailed discussion on the bud¬ 
get Thursday night. 

Trustee Peter Bunn, who is 
also vice-president of the B.C. 
School Trustees Association, 
called the proposed 20-per¬ 
cent increase "totally and ut¬ 
terly unacceptable." 

Long m o r r added that 
should legislation he in¬ 
troduced provincially to roll 
hack tlie teachers’ raises, the 
saving would be in tlie vicin¬ 
ity of 1.3 to 1.5 per cent of the 
total budget. 

Longmore gave the hoard 

some good news before hand-- 

ing it the bad news. 

He informed the board that 
the administrative staff came 
up with a-4261.923.67 surplus 
in 1975. which represented .67 
per cent of the total budgtel. 

The reasons. Longmore 
stated, were that the district 
did not hire as many teachers 
as budgeted for, budget cuts 
were made in May last yfear. 
a freeze in spending was insti¬ 
tuted in the fall, the CUPE 
strike had some effect’’on ex¬ 
penditures. and the inventory, 
which was ovfer the $500,000 
mark, was reduced. 

"For the needs that have 
born sacrificed for tins 
amounl of money. I just. donT 
agree." commented Trustee 
Daphne Temple. 

"Thfe instruction I had 
(from the hoard) was to bal¬ 
ance the budget, and that’s 
what I set out to do.” Long- 
more replied. "I recognize 
that schools had to cut back, 
but. . . they survived.’*- 

"1 think it’s an extremely 
fine .job of budgeting." Bunn 
remarked. 

Askfed by Trustee Lavinia 
Greenwood whether there was 
a slowing down in the* con¬ 
struction and maintenance de¬ 
partment. Longmore said in- 
\<*ntory was cut and there 
were no extra crews hired be¬ 
tween the time Sig Dietze loft 
anil Keith Hawkins arrived to 
head the department.

Lorfgmore said about 1JU0 
teachers were employed by 
ihe district in 1965-66. 1.350 in 
1970-1971. and 1.424 currently. 

Ross told reporters that pu¬ 
pil-teacher ratio*was the most 
flexible part of the budget, 
and that trustees could yery 
well look there for savings.

(7-1) and the United States 
(7-1), but the two second- 
place clubs were playing late 
Tuesday night. 

Japan is fourth with six 
points, Taiwan has four points 
and Guam and South Africa 
have two points each. 

In the first round. Bates 
had beaten Taiwan, 4-0, and 
Japan, 1-0, but Tuesday possi¬ 
bly inspired by the loss to 
New.

New owners save’ Saints 


Promise of receiving back 
pay under the new ownership 
that has taken over the finan¬ 
cially-plagued club, didn’t in¬ 
spire the Minnesota Fighting 
Saints to any new heights 
Tuesday. V 

The Saints played their first 
game under new management 
and took an 8-4 thumping at 
the hands of the Aeros in a 
World' Hockey Association 
game at Houston. 

The franchise was sold late 
Monday night for $1 and a 
guarantee of meeting the 
back payroll of $130,000. 

Wayne Belisle, the St. Paul 
lawyer who had struggled for 
months to keep the team play¬ 
ing, was bounced by the four 
St. Paul men who took over 
^the club: ‘Belisle’s resignation 
was a condition of the trans¬ 
action. . ^ 

The new president is Min-_ 
nesot^ highway commissioner' 
Frank Marzitelli and his 
partners are lawyer John T. 
Finley, building contractor E. 
E. -Parranto and mortician 
Patrick O’Hailoran. 


The first business, for the 
new investors is to make good 
on the buck payroll cheques 
which are outstanding and the 
major reason Belisle made the 
final decision to sell the club. 

The ownership change came * 
a few hours after the players 
discovered that their latest 
pay ’cheques would bounce. 
The First National Bank of St. 
Paul, which had agreed to 
_meet the payroll after obtain¬ 
ing commitments from bu¬ 
sinessmen and been given 
first call of the gate receipts, 
wouldn’t honor the cheques 
after realizing the gate re¬ 
ceipts ‘ weren't paying off an 
earlier payroll fast enough. 

The new owners are 
scrambling to raise $600,000 
they say is necessary to com¬ 
plete the season and they plan 
to keep the team in St Paul. 

"This isn’t a fire s£le,” said 
Marzitelli, fo reference to the 
$1 purchase price. VWe came 
forth to save the team. We 
have no desire to sell.” 

Marzitelli said the new 
owners would assume all 
debts, which he estimated to¬ 


talled slightly under *S1 million.

I A 560,000-plus a year steelhead and trout researoh pro¬ 
gram has started on the North Island’s Keogh River, near 
iPfjrf Hardy. 

Among other things it may show the way for new 
steelhead rearing methods in natural streams, which could be 
used as an alternative to, or a supplement to. artificial hatch¬ 
ery programs. 

During the next two years provincial stream biologists 
Pat Slaney and Art Tautz and their technical crew will be 
studying the production of steelhead smolts, cutthroat smolts, 
Dolly Varden smolts and coho smolts on thf Keogh and its 
tributary' streams 

As an alternative is hatchery programs they will be ex- 
peri menting«\virh the removal of obstructions flog jams', wa¬ 
terfalls and the like) and evaluating the use of enrichment 
through the introduction of fertilizers to increase steelhead 
production. 

Slaney believes it would be possible to increase steelhead 
production five-folfi by natural habit improvement. 

They plan to use limited areas in the Keogh system to 
look at the possibility of. using, riprap deflectors tlarge rocks 
about three feet in diameter) in the rivers to produce more 
fish holding water, particularly in w inter. 

Slaney explains that coastal waters are low in dissolved 
s’olids, particularly nitrates and phosphates, and tha.t would 
be the purpose of enriching the river with fertilizer. 

"It could lead to a new method of steelhead production as 
compared to hatcheries," he says. 

The Keogh studies are tied in closely with similar studies 
on the Big Qualicum River and evaluation will be made of • 
catch and effort, and production of steelhead on a natural 
river and steelhead on a hatdhery-augmented river like the 
Big Qualicum. 

Both rivers are alike, except the Keogh has - about 30 
miles of accessible fishing w'ater and the Big Qualicum about 
seven, the Ixittom and most productive mile ow which is 
closed to angling by the Big Qualicum Indian band, an action 
which threatens success of the comparison part of the steel- 
head studies. 

Ninety per cent of’the sports, fishing is done in the lower 
four miles of ihe Keogh. 

★ ★ * 

Bob Hooten. biologist in charge of creel census programs 
on Vancouver Island, says .exactly the same type ot creel 
census programs arc being carried out on the Keogh and Big 
Qualicum. Among other things: the census will evaluate the 
y accuracy of the existing steelhead punchcard system and 
may lead to some changes. 

In 1973 the Keogh River reported 1000 angler days pro¬ 
ducing 250 steelhead kept and 250 released 

The Big Qualicum is much more heavily fished and 
usually produces more steelhead. 

Steelheaders. by cooperating with the creel census pro¬ 
grams now under way on a numljer of stefelheading rivers, 
will be helping to provide better steelheading in the future. 

A special revolving type fence has been designed by 
Slaney and Don Iljorth, especially for coastal rivers without 
flow control and one was installed this past fall on the lower 
reaches of the Keogh and steelhead were counted, trapped 
and lagged as they headed, upstream. 

A second trap has been placed 15 miles upstream. 

Researchers have three opportunities to follow the move¬ 
ments of the steelhead —■ first, those recovered by anglers 
according to the creel census: second, at the upstream trap: 
and third, when they return downstream as kelts.

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Panarctic crash pilot ‘average or better’ 


YELLOWKNIFE. N.W.T. 
(CP) — The pilot ol a Panarc¬ 
tic Oils Ltd. Lockheed Electra 
which crashed through the 
sea ice off Melville -*-fs- 
land, N.W.T., in October. 1974, 
was described Tuesday by his 
^perior as average or slight¬ 
ly above average in flying 
ability. 

Edward Kowalik, the 45- 
year-old' manager of Panarc- 
ttc’s air transportation de¬ 
partment who has 18,000 
hours of flying experience, 
told a public inquiry into the 


crash that pilot Brian Thom-t 
son was an intelligent, pleas¬ 
ant man with the ability to 
learn quickly. 

Thomson, 30, of Leduc, 
Alta., and 31 other persons 
died in the crash, the worst in 
the history of the Canadian 
Arctic. 

Kowalik, testifying on the 
first day of the inquiry or¬ 
dered by the federal govern¬ 
ment, described the training 
procedures Panarctic used for 
Electra pilots. He said that 
through all stages of training. 


Thomson was judged to be 
satisfactory. 

These.steps included ground 
school and simulator training 
.in Michigan, local training 
flights around Calgary, and 
more extensive flights from 
Alberta into the high Arctic. 

On *all of these, Thomson 
scored average to slightly 
above average grades. On the 
basis of his satisfactory per¬ 
formance, he was recom¬ 
mended for full pilot training 
after serving one year as a 
co-pilot, Kowalik said. 


During an intensive training 
period in the summer of 1973, 
Thomson waf* assessed by Ko¬ 
walik to have shown “marked 
improvement’’ over his initial 
performancfsT A flight check 
of Thomson’s flying ability 
conducted by Kowalik on July 
17, 1973, showed Thomson’s 
performance was “very satis- 
lactory." 

Kowalik said the test judged 
that Thomson’s descent of the 
Electra from 16,000 feet to 
1,000 feet was performed late 
and the touchdown of the 


craft's nosew'heel ui>on land¬ 
ing was rough. Bui these fac¬ 
tors were'not judged to he sig¬ 
nificant, he testified. 

Thomson passed Ihe test 
and then became a pilot, the 
inquiry was told. 

Kowalik testified there were 
po unusual incidents involving 
Thomson's flights. There were 
occasions when Kowalik found 
it necessary to speak to 
Thomson i about specific mat¬ 
ters, but Kowalik said these 
were no- more frequent than 


for other Panarctic pilots at 
the time. 

Kowalik testilied that about 
six months ago he voluntarily 
relinquished his role of check¬ 
ing out Panarctic Electra 
pilots. “I felt at the time that 
we were coming under more 
criticism from various 
sources than was justified.’’ 

“Whether ' the inferences 
were direct or subtle, they 
were that we were running a 
sloppy shop because there 
was no outside agency go¬ 


verning our operations. We 
felt this was completely un¬ 
justified."

Wrecked 

bridge 

blasted 


NEW WESTMINSTER (CP) 
— Explosives have complet¬ 
ed the job a runaway barge 
started on the New West¬ 
minster railway bridge Dec. 
26. 

The explosives, set off at 
8:15 p.m. Monday, ripped 
apart the 390-foot bridge span 
the barge kTK*rkcd into the 
Fraser River in December. 

A1 Wilson, project superin¬ 
tendent with Dominion Bridge 
Co. Ltd., which is handling 
demolition of the old span and 
construction of the new one, 
said the explosion went .off 
life clockwork. 

“I don’t think we even 
killed a fish,” he said. 

Wilson said the explosion 
was the only way of moving 
the span, leaning against a 
bridge pier. 

The explosion was planned 
so that removal of the wreck¬ 
age would be easy afterward, 
he said. Over the next three 
to four weeks, divers will cut 
the span info pieces that can 
easily be salvaged from the 
water. 

Afterward, the new span, to 
be built at the south end of 
the existing bridge, will be 
floated In to complete recon¬ 
struction, he said. 

Police blocked off the 
nearby Pattullo bridge to traf¬ 
fic immediately before the ex¬ 
plosion. Warning boats were 
positioned on either side of 
the bridge, about 1,000 feet 
from the explosion, to keep 
water traffic out of the area.

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Ottawa marks failure to capture Quebec 


U.S. celebrations stop here! 


As Americans celebrate the 
200th anniversary of tl\e suc ¬ 
cess of their revolution 
against the British, the Cana¬ 
dian War Museum is quietly 
marking the failure of that 
revolution in Canada. 

Hie museum has opened an 
Exhibit called Revolution Re¬ 
jected 1775-76. It recounts a 
little-known part of Canadian 
history, the invasion of (Que¬ 
bec by American forces in the 
winter of 1775-76. a venture 
that came, remarkably close 
to success. 

, * * * 

What emerges from the dis¬ 
play of artifacts, artillery and 
paintings is an act^mnt that 
may surprise both Canadians 
and Americans unfamiliar 
with this violent episode in 
C-anadian-American relations. 

The exhibit pictures Canadi¬ 
ans as reluctant defenders of 
their homeland and American 
troops as undisciplined and' 
lazy. On the other hand King 
George 111 is seen in a favor¬ 
able light. 

The invasion of Canada was 
ordered by the Continental 
Congress of the American col¬ 
onies on .Tun** 27, 1775, a year 
before the Declaration of In¬ 
dependence.

A force led by Richard 
Montgomery, a renegade Brit ¬ 
ish officer, marched north up 
the Hudson River and. aftPr 
defeating file, British at St. 
Johns on the Richelieu River, 
captured Montreal in No¬ 
vember.

Guy Carlelon. escaped the lip- 
sieged city and arrived in 
Quebec City only to find a 
second American force led by 
Benedict Arnold, preparing to 
lay siege to the fortress town.

Import ban creates 
pel bird shortages 


OTTAWA (CP) Canaries, 
parrots, finches anil other pel 
birds are re [Kir ted 'acjyce in 
some parts of Canada Ihis 
winter because of a ban on 
imports from exporting coun¬ 
tries. 

The ban is to keep out New¬ 
castle disease, a highly con¬ 
tagious ailment that causes 
palsy, paralysis and ultimate¬ 
ly death in affected birds. 
There was an outbreak in 
Canada in July. 1973, that 
caused a $l-mUlion loss of 
chickens and turkeys. 

Once Ihe disease hits a 
flock, up to 90 per cent of the 
birds usually die within a few 
days. 

The federal agriculture de¬ 
partment has placed an im¬ 
port ban on birds from coun¬ 
tries in Central Africa and 
South America, where Ihe dis¬ 


ease is most prevalent. !<• pre¬ 
vent recurrences of the epi¬ 
demic. 

Kvcn birds from countries’ 
where the disease is under 
control, such as Australia. 
New Zealand, Iceland, and 
Northern Europe, are subject 
to a 28 to 45-day quarantine 
before they can he sent to pet 
stores. If the disease is even 
suspected, the bird must tie 
destroyed. 

Pet stores here say they 
have been forced to double 
the prices of their birds foc- 
calise of Ihe resulting short¬ 
age. They ^ave-also turned to 
domestic, suppliers, although 
their prices are often as high 
as the importers. 

Many have discontinued 
their traditional seller’s guar¬ 
antee tha\ a canary will sing 
in 21 days.

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They’re gambling for handicapped

The people who are trying 
to build the Greater Victoria 
Activity Centre for the Han¬ 
dicapped are taking a $180,000 
gamble. 

That's how deyp in debt the 
centre’s society -will be if a 
Recreational Facilities grant 
pf more than $300,000 isn’t ap¬ 
proved this spring by the 
province. 

The society decided to go 
ahead with construction of the 
centre on Darwin last fall, be¬ 
cause construction costs were 
climbing faster than money 
could be raised. 

By the time the society^ad 
collected $1 million, the build¬ 
ing's cost had risen half a 
million, Floyd Fairclough, 
president of the society’s 
board, said. 

“We decided to spend what 
we have and finish the build¬ 
ing when more money comes 
in. At least we’re not going 
backward," Fairclough said. 

What the society has is $1.1 
million from various provin¬ 
cial departments, the federal 
government, municipalities, 
the Multiple Sclerosis Society, 
United Way, Spencer Founda¬ 
tion, add several other agen¬ 
cies and estates. 

But the cost of the complet¬ 
ed building, with furnishings 
and equipment, is about $1.6 
million. 

With the provincial recrea¬ 
tion grant of about $330,000, 
the society can build what 
Fairclough calls n "func¬ 
tional” centre. It will have no 
furnishings or equipment, no 
partitions to divide the large 
activity rooms, and only one 
of its two elevators, "but it 
could be used.” 

Without that grant, the soci¬ 
ety will have a $180,000 debt 
and a shell, with unfinished 
floors and walls and no eleva¬ 
tors, to be locked up until 
more money is found. 

When the centre opens 
< Fairclough hopes this sum¬ 


mer), the really tough part of 
the project begins. 

The centre will be the first 
of its kind in Canada, so the 
society has no clear guide¬ 
lines for designing a program 
and co-ordinating all the peo¬ 
ple and agencies involved. 

The federal government has 
shown an interest in using 
Victoria’s centre as a A mpdel. 
Fairclough said, and the pro¬ 
vincial human .resources de¬ 
partment is considering an 
operating budget for the 
centre. Meanwhile, a begin¬ 
ning program is being ham¬ 
mered out, he said. 

The centre actually started 
in 1968 when several volun¬ 
tary agencies met and noticed 
that handicapped people in 
Victoria were fairly well pro¬ 
vided for, up to the age of 18. 

The centre developed from 
there into a place for han¬ 
dicapped adults to improve 
their social, academic, and 
motor skills, to learn to cope 
with pfoblems paricular to 
their handicaps, and to enjoy 
recreation. 

Its use will not be limited to 
clients of the eight agencies 
involved, and it could be open 
for general public use in the 
evenings, Fairclough said. 

The building will have about 
39.000 square feet of space in 
two floors. 

The ground floor will have 
space for workshops, includ¬ 
ing woodworking with special¬ 
ly-designed equipment, sub¬ 
contracting similar to Arbutus 
Crafts, weaving, basketry, 
lottery, silkscreening, and 
other crafts. The floor will 
also have a lounge and 
storage space. 

The top floor will have 
space for physiotherapy, nurs¬ 
ing, a doctor’s office, lounge, 
library, kitchen, dining hall 
and a game room high enough 
for basketball. 

The floors are designed as 
large rooms divided by mov¬ 
able partitions, so the space 
can be used in as many ways 
as possible. 



‘Prawn war ’ 
getting ugly 


SYDNEY, Australia 
(Reuter) — Fears of a bitter 
“prawn war" involving Aus¬ 
tralia, the Soviet Onion and 
Taiwan, among others, are 
worrying officials here. 

'It could make Britain’s 
cod war with Iceland look like 
a storm in a teacup," said one 
fishery official in the state of 
Queensland. “The situation 
will be explosive to say the 
least." 

The battleground is the 
huge Gulf of Carpentaria, 
which stretches 400 miles be¬ 
tween Queensland’s Cape 
York Peninsula and the 
•Northern Territory. At stake 
is a prawn harvest valued at 
about $25 million. 

Most of the gulf, one of the 
world’s richest prawning 
grounds, is outside Australia’s 
12-mile limit in international 
waters. 

But tough Australian traw- 
jermen consider the gulf their 
territory 

They Tesent the intrusion of 


foreign fishermen — Soviet 
and Taiwanese among others 
— who also head for thte gulf 
and its rich harvest each 
year. 

Most of the catch ends up 
being frozen and exported to 
the United States and a good 
trawler skipper can earn any¬ 
thing from $50,000 upwards 
during the three-to four-month 
season. 

Trawlers return to the tiny 
port of Karumba. the centre 
of the gulf’s, prawning in¬ 
dustry, with the occasional 
bullet hole. 

"Thert* have been stories of 
Australian fishing vessels 
chasing foreign vessels out of 
Australian waters, ramming 
foreign vessels at sea and 
shootjng indiscriminately at 
foreign fishing crews," said 
Norman Hall, director of 
Queensland’s state lishertes 
department. 

"We don’t want a fishing 
war in the gulf — but th£*situ¬ 
ation is thede and it's very 
real.”

Real books may cease 
to exist in 30 years 


LONIX)N (AP) Books as 
we know them may not exist 
in 30 years, Britain’s top li¬ 
brarian said as plans were 
discussed for the housing of 
more than 12 million books in 
the new British Library. 

Dr. Harry Hookway, the li¬ 
brary’s chief executive, said 
the cost of printing and book¬ 
binding is going up so fast 
publishers may soon be un¬ 
able to afford to issue books 
in hard covers. 

“Already some publishers 
of scientific works are print¬ 
ing books in facsimile from 
the author’s typed manu¬ 
scripts and I think this will 
spread to other scholarly 
works," Hookway said.

"Librarians in charge of 
great collections like ours are 
having to relate their plans 
for storage space and new 
buildings to wirat is likely to 
happen In communication.

Old books 
salvaged 

OTTAWA (CP) — ^jl a base¬ 
ment workshop just off Par¬ 
liament Hill, the parliamen¬ 
tary bookbindery uses tech¬ 
niques up to 500 years old to 
bind and repair 10,000 to 
12,000 books a year. 

The four binders often use 
large, apparently unwieldy 
tools in preference to elec¬ 
trically powered machinery to 
bind old volumes with preci¬ 
sion. 

The bulk of their work con¬ 
sists of putting cheap and 
long-lasting covers on govern¬ 
ment documents but books 
are rebound and decorated for 
private colllectors at a cost of 
about $250 on recommen¬ 
dation from the parliamen¬ 
tary library. 

"It makes you sad to see 
old books rotting away.” said 
John Bunker as he delicately 
rounded the spine of a book in 
a viqe with a hammer. 

Bunker and two other staff 
members were trained in 
Europe. He served as an ap¬ 
prentice in the British Muse¬ 
um for seven years. 

Pierre Pilet, foreman of the 
bindery, was trained in Swit¬ 
zerland before coming to Can¬ 
ada 12 years ago and Mar¬ 
garet Morgan learned the art 
in Edinburgh. Yvette Be¬ 
langer received her training 
in Canada. 


formed two years ago and in¬ 
herited the six million books 
in the British Museum. As 
other libraries merged with it, 
the total stock was swollen to 
near 12 million books, pam¬ 
phlets, periodicals and news¬ 
papers. The annual report 
said it is accumulating two 
million printed items a year. 

* ★ * 

Hookway, 54, former scien¬ 
tific advise^, at the British - 
Embassy in Washington and 
president of the Institute of 
Information Scientists, said: 
"We could build the biggest 
library in the world and then 
find hardly anyone is reading 
but using television and other 
audio-visual methods in¬ 
stead." 

Hookway said the time may 
be coming when people will 
not know how to use a book. 

“The pattern and use of 
reading is changing," he said. 
“Books nowadays are packed 
with illustrations. You see 
adults reading books of pic¬ 
ture strips which 20 years ago 
were printed only for chil¬ 
dren. Imagine a situation 
where the act of opening a 
book, finding what you want 
in it and reading it becomes 
unimaginable. 

“Librarians and .architects 
planning libraries that will 
stand into the next century 
have to think of these things. 
Already, to retrieve some 
data, one has to consult a 
computer and command an 
image on to a screen. Does 
anyone know where we shall 
be in 30 years?" 

Hookway announced himself 


an enthusiast for books "I 
still am convinced the book 
has a future," lie said. "There 
is nothing like a book. You* 
can put it in your pocket, read 
it, browse about in it. You 
can’t do that with microfilm.” 


The British Library still has 
no building of its own. Apart 
from the British Museum its 
books are sea titered all over 
London, in a plant that pro¬ 
duced tanks for both world 
wars, in a disused department 
store, an old w-arehouse and 
an office block. 

Building is scheduled to 
start in 1979 and the first 
phase to*be ready in 1985. 
Some British Library offieals 
think the library won’t be 
completed until the end of this 
century.

At what age should my 
child Hturt'using a toothbrush? 
Should I help hiiiMtirusli his 
teeth? 

The real culprit in dental 
decay is the colorless film of 
bacterial plaque that forms 
constantly on everyone's teeth 
— even a baby’s. * 

You should start cleaning 
your child's teeth as soon as- 
his first incisors (front teeth) 
have come in. Since it may be 
difficult to brush an infant’s 
teeth, a parent can remove 
the plaque from the teeth by 
using a cotton swab or piece 
of gauze wrapped around a 
finger. 

Pre-school children can be 
taught to brush effectively,- 
but parental participation and 
supervision are necessary for 
several years. By ; the time the 
child has all of his first teeth, 
he should be used to the idea 
and can db most of the brush¬ 
ing by himself. 

Since children are prone to 
tooth decay, they should clean 


their teeth after each meal 
and every night before going 
to bed. 

To remove plaque from the 
cuter, inner and biting sur¬ 
faces of the teeth, most den-. 
tists recommend using a 
brush that has a straight han¬ 
dle, a flat brushing surface* 
and soft, end-rounded bristles. 
The head of the brush should 
be small enough to provide 
easy access • to every tooth. 
Children need brushes 
smaller than those designed 
for adults. 

. The most frequent tooth- 
brushing method recommend¬ 
ed for plaque removal in¬ 
volves angling the bristle tips 
at a 45-degree angle against 
the gum line. By using tiny 
back-and-forth scrubbing mo¬ 
tions you can clean the whole 
tooth by slowly drawing the 
brush from gumline to the 
chewing surface. 

Chewing surfaces also are 
brushed with short, scrubbing 
strokes. Dental floss is used 
to clean between the teeth. 

Disclosing tablets or solu¬ 
tion — which may be obtained 
at a drugstore — can be used 
fectiveness of the child’s 
brushing methods. 


Rape 
victim 
wins 
justice 

ROCKVILLE, Md. (UPI) - ■ 
A woman who won $365,000 in 
damages from two men who 
raped .her says she hopes the 
award will encourage more 
women to report rapes. 

Mary Knight’s attorney, ' 
Barry Helfand, said the 
award $40,000 in compensa¬ 
tory damages and $325,000 in 
punitive claims — was ap¬ 
parently the first of its kind 
granted a rape victim. 

“I’m really fed up with 
chicks who say they're scared 
to do anything about it,” Miss 
Knight said. “I may never 
collect, but that’s not the 
point. The point was, I won. I 
want something done about 
these people.” 

Before last week’s judg¬ 
ment, the defendants’ families 
offered Miss Knight $3,500 to 
drop her suit. 

“I didn’t want the money,” 
Miss Knight said. “That’s not 
the point. I don’t think all the 
money In the world will make 
up for what they did to me. It 
won’t.” 

Miss Knight was 20 years 
old at the time of the assault. 


Tough system usually works 

How to get out of debt 


TORONTO (CP) - Willard 
Wright is in the business of 
making dreams come true but 
their fulfilment requires lots 
of hard work. 

For Wright, a consumer stu¬ 
dies instructor at Niagara 
College in Welland, Ont., 
teaches peoplfe how to get 
themselves out of debt and 
stay that way. 

llis system is tough but if 
followed faithfully, he swears, 
it nearly always works. 

First, the husband and wife 
have to sit down and divide 
all their expenses into two 
columns. There are the fixed 
expenses—things like rent or 
mortgage, heating, transpor¬ 
tation, insurance, telephone 


and utilities. And then there 
are the variable expenses, 
like food, clothing, entertain¬ 
ment, drugs and dental bills. 

It’s in the variable column 
that the cuts have to be made. 
This is '-where the money 
comes from to pay off the out¬ 
standing bills. 

Wright said at least 20 per 
cent can be trimmed from the 
grocery bills by watching spe¬ 
cials, shopping carefully, gar¬ 
dening, canning, preserving, 
freezing, baking and cooking. 

Entertainment costs are re¬ 
duced to zero by having 
friends over and finding 
things to do free. 

Clothing . costs are cut to 
zero and so are dental and 


drug bills — at least the ones 
that can be , postponed. And 
miscellaneous spending is el> 
minated. 

After a few months of this 
regimen, the family should 
start accumulating a little 
spare cash, which goes into a 
savings account until, it 
reaches $200 — the cushion 
for emergency spending — 
and anything more than $200 
goes to pay off loans. 

Wright advises that loans 
w ith the highest interest rates 
He paid off first. When the 
first loan is fully paid off, the 
money for those payments 
plus the extra saved up goes 
to pay off the second-highest 
loan, and so on until all are 
paid off. 


In the meantime, if any un¬ 
expected clothing or food bills 
corrle up, the money can be 
taken out of the $200 cushion. 
At the beginning of the next 
month, the money goes back 
into the cushion and bill pay¬ 
ments are reduced according¬ 
ly, so the $200 is always there. 

Fipally comes the unbelie¬ 
vably lovely moment when 
the family can say: “My God, 
we’ve done it — we don’t owe 
anything to anyone.” 

When that moment arrives 
and everyone has worked so 
hard to get there, Mr. Wright 
said, they are probably 
hooked .*'bn saving and will 
never go back into debt.

CALORIE - CONSCIOUS COOKING

There’s no law that meat- 
loaf hps to be meatloaf.

Lift off the ring mold and 
your raw meat mixture will 
retain its ring shape. 

Then put it in the oven, un¬ 
covered, and bake it. The out¬ 
side will be crispy-brown. But 
more important: the meatloaf 
wall be less fattening because 
the melting fat will be able to 
escape. No trying to extract a 
cooked meatloaf from a cake 
pan, either!

ATHENS iUPI) In the 
ruins ol an ancient Greek 
building, American archeolo¬ 
gist Eugene Vanderpool found 
a small marble statuette of a 
bearded man. bare-chested, 
wearing a cloak Thrown over 
one shoulder. 

The statue was of Socrates, 
and that, along with clues 
from Plato’s account of So- 
I crates' death, convinced Van- 
derpool he had finally lound 
I the prison building where the 
Greek philosopher drank hem¬ 
lock and died, more than 2.000 
years ago. 

Vanderpool, a retired 
professor of archaeology at 
Athens' American School of 
Classical Studies; said a stone 
building discovered 20 years 
ago near the ancient agora — 
or marketplace — of Athens 
served as the state jail. 

A popular court condemned 
Socrates in 399 B.C. and sen¬ 
tenced him to drink the poi¬ 
sonous hemlock for corrupting 
the young men of Athens with 
his teachings that moral phi¬ 
losophy should be applied to 
everyday life. 

His most famous follower 
was Plato, a wealthy yoflhg 
Athenian who wrote of . 4 he 
last hours of his mentor's life. 

According to Plato. So- 
I crates spent 3p days in prison 


lietore he drank tile poison 
from the fruit of the hemlock 
a herb .of the carrot family. 
Vanderpool thinks the final 
clue is the marble statuette 
lound in the debris. 

Why it was there is .guess¬ 
work, he said, “hut we may 
recall that the Athenians soon 
repented of having pul So- 
crates to death. They 
punished his accusers ami 
later erected a statue to him. 

“Perhaps a prison official 
thought it was appropriate to 
have a small replica of the 
statue in the place where So¬ 
crates was executed.”

MOSCOW (UPI) — Soviet 
ai*chaeologists have unearthed 
the remains of a pagan shrine 
to a goddess of the moon dat¬ 
ing back'to the first or second 
centuries B.C-.. according to 
news reports Tuesday. 

The report said the shrine 
originally covered an area of 
5,340 square feet, included a 
special hall with an altar, and 
had processional entry gates 
supjiorted by six pillars. 

The shrine. discovered 
under a hill near Agara in the 
Soviet republic of Georgia, 
was apparently once sur¬ 
rounded by a settlement, a 
castle and a palace, and 
traces of irrigation ditches re¬ 
main. 

The report quoted experts 
as theorizing that the shrine 
was destroyed by fire. “This 
is the first and so far the only 
shrine of this .ancient eastern 
type to be discovered in the 
Soviet Union,” one archae¬ 
ologist said. 

The find “included bronze 1 
censers and gold objects de- ■ 
picting a moon goddess.

OLYMPIA, Wash. (AP) — 
The coalition for Safe Energy, • 
a group concerned about con¬ 
struction of nuclear* power 
plants, has filed an initiative 
aimed at strict regulation of 
the construction of nuclear fa¬ 
cilities in Washington. 

The Seattle-based group’s 
Initiative would require the le¬ 
gislature to approve designs 
for any nuclear power plant 
or related facilities not issued 
a state construction permit 
before Feb. 10,1976. 

The citizens’ group must 
collect at least 117,000 signa¬ 
tures by July 2 in order that 
the initiative be placed on 
next November’s? ballot. 

The initiative is expected to 
be strongly opposed by utility 
companies and nuclear manu¬ 
facturing firms. 

Under the Initiative, con¬ 
struction of a nuclear power 
plant, disposal area or 
storage facility could not 
begin until: 

• Federal limits on plant 
owners’ and operators’ liabili¬ 
ty were eliminated, “so that 
full compensation is assured 
for the people” in the event of 
a nuclear accident. 

• Nuclear power plant pro¬ 
ponents demonstrated a need 
for a plant and showed that 
another alternative source of 
energy was unavailable. 

• It was shown that there 
was no danger from the 
storage of radioactive or che¬ 
mically toxic wastes. 

• A plant’s safety features 
were assured to be adequate. 

The initiative would also 
prevent a city, county" or 
other municipal body from 
fSR-ticipating in the financing 
of a nuclear facility until a 
construction permit was 
issued. 

Two sets of public hearings 
would be required under the 
proposal, one held by the 
Thermal Power Plant Site 
Evaluation Council and the 
other by the legislature.

Canada seeks direct oil buying 


OTTAWA (UPI) — Prime 
Minister Trudeau said Tues¬ 
day that Petro-Canada of¬ 
ficials would undertake taflcs 
“in the immediate future”' 
with Venezuelan officials who 
wish to eliminate multina¬ 
tional firms from their petro¬ 
leum deals with Canada. 

Trudeau told Parliament an 
official of the state-controlled 
firm accompanied the recent 
delegation to the South Ameri¬ 
can country and even had dis¬ 
cussions with the Venezuelan 
government, but made no pre¬ 


cise plans for direct oil pur- 
chases. 

Venezuela, Canada's lead¬ 
ing source of crude, wants 
long-term guarantees of pur¬ 
chases and to eliminate the 
multinational corporations as 
middlemen. It wants to deal 
directly with Petro-Canada, a 
government firm created a 
year ago and empowered to 
purchase foreign oil. 

“Officials of Petro-Canada 
will be meeting with Venezue¬ 
lan officials in the immediate 
future,” Trudeau said.

and parts has been dwindling. 

Trudeau said the Venezue¬ 
lans made no indication they 
would sell tQ Petro-Canada at 
a lower price than to the mul¬ 
tinationals. 

“As a matter of fact, there

tinationals and Petro-Canada 
would try to get the best pos¬ 
sible price, and that Canadi¬ 
ans would benefit in one case 
or another if prices can be 
made lower,” he said.

Campbell flayed 
for trust stand 


Another attack was un¬ 
leashed Tuesday on Capital 
Region Board chairman 
James Campbell for favoring 
the disbanding of the Islands 
Trust. 

James Prier, one of the two 
trustees for Hornby Island, 
said Campbell’s "shotgun 
method” of discrediting the 
Islands Trust was unfortu¬ 
nate. * 

“I’m really upset. A great 
deal of good work has been 
done by the trust,” Prier said 
in a telephone interview from 
Hornby Island. 

Hornby is in the jurisdiction 
of the Comox-Strathcona Re¬ 
gion Board and Prier said the 
trust has never had any trou¬ 
ble with that regional board. 

The district, Prior said, was 
so large that the regional 
board couldn’t possibly pay 
close attention to individual 
islands. 

Had It not been for the 
trust, he said, development 
would have set the pace for 


turning Hornby Island into 
“another Coney Island.” 

Nothing proved the neces¬ 
sity for the trust more than 
the development pattern of 
Hornby Island during the past 
10 years, Prier said. 

“In that time, the ferry ser¬ 
vice has expanded three 
times, the island’s resident 
population has increased by 
three times and tourist trade 
has quadrupled,” he said. 

Prier said without the 26- 
member Islands Trust, the 
Gulf Islands would soon be at 
the mercy of developers. 

Campbell recently criticized 
the trust for duplicating re¬ 
gional services. He called the 
trust a “$230,000 mistake” 
which should be rectified by 
dismantling the trust. 

The Islands Trust was 
formed in 1974 after the 
former New Democratic 
Party government passed leg¬ 
islation to protect the Gulf Is¬ 
lands against exploitation by 
developers.

What a lovely, graceful tree 
is the Paper Birch! Our trio 
of young birches has lighted 
up our whole garden this fall 
with the rich gold of its au¬ 
tumn foliage, and when the 
leaves came down, the lawn 
bear^eath looked like a deep- 
piled yellow carpet. 

Leafless now, the structural 
beauty of the tree is revealed; 
three slim and willowy stems, 
arching gracefully outward 
making a vase-shaped group, 
with dark red twigs and 
clean, silvery bark. 


When I was in my eably 
teens, my fellow'Boy Scouts 
and I, proud of our woodcraft, 
would carve great chunks of 
bark from the forest birches 
to make souvenir postcards 
and miniature Indian canoes. 

It was fun at the time, but I 
have been conscious-stricken 
since I learned that once a 
birch has been peeled down 
too the orange - colored inner 
bark, the silvery skin will

These trees we stripped as 
boys must be disfigured tn 
this day—if they still stand.

While the birch lias a deli¬ 
cate and almost fragile ap¬ 
pearance, it is actually one of 
the toughest of all our trees 
and can take anything our cli¬ 
mate can dish out. 

In the wild, it is found grow¬ 
ing as far north as the shores 
of Hudson’s Bay, and I have 
known it to stand undamaged 
through unseasonable frost 
when hoary old Scotch pines 
were killed. 

This extraordinary endur¬ 
ance is due very largely to 
Ihe lovely bark, in which a 
laminated skin of cork-like in¬ 
sulation is built around the 
tree, filled with air spaces to 
protect the living cells be¬ 
neath from severe tempera¬ 
ture changes. 

★ ★ ★ 

Over this insulating layer is 
stretched the shiny white 


outer skin which reflects and 
turns aside the rays of over- 
bright sun, much as we use 
polished aluminum foil in 
modern housing insulation. 

It is a rare 'thing to find 
the bark of a birch split by 
winter sun scald, as happens 
with so many other trees. 

The birch will take wind as 
*wcll as frost, for the wood is 
springy and offers little resis- 
' tance to winter gales. 

The tree submits to the 
wind, bending this way and 
that, but recovers serenely 
when the storm is over—a 
tough, elastic quality, which 
is perhaps the reason why the 
birch cane is chosen to main- 
lain discipline among English 
Schoolboys. 


- Our three trees were little 
four-foot “whips” when we 
bought them, and if I re¬ 
member correctly, they cost 
us only $2 each. 

We planted all three 5n the 
one hole to get a “clump’’ ef¬ 
fect; nowadays you can buy 


three — or four-stemmed 
clump birch in one unit, ©n 
one set of roots. 

This crowding makej them 
grow tail and slender, arching 
away from one another as 
they put on height, making 
the most graceful picture 
imaginable. 

While a three-stemmed 
clump of European White or 
Silver birch happens to bte my 
own personal favorite, the 
various forms of weeping 
birch are grand trees too. 
with none of the funeral 
aspects associated with the 
weeping willdw. 


The cutleaf weeping birch 
grows eventually to a height 
of about 40 feet, with deeply- 
cut. lacy foliage on long, 
drooping branchlets. 

Young’s weeping birch 
makes a much smaller tree, 
more suitable for the town 
garden, ultimate height; abonl 
15 feet, with a dome-shaped 
head, long graceful drooping 
branches and uncut leaves.

Sharp said a change of 
names was recommended two 
years ago Iry a royal commis¬ 
sion. The future of the capital 
district is being studied by a 
parliamentary committee. 

No decisions would lie made 
until the committee reports lie 
said. The government had 
asked for legal advice on a 
name change to H?ip the com¬ 
mittee in its work. 


Sealers ’ threats 
will be ignored 


VANCOUVER (CP) The 
Greenpeace Foundation has 
.pledged to send its members 
to Newfoundland to attempt to 
save endangered harp seals 
despite threats by seal hunt¬ 
ers that they will shoot any 
aircraft or boats used by the 
conservation group. 

"We arc not going to he in¬ 
timidated by a bunch of vi¬ 
cious thugs," said Paul Wat¬ 
son, coordinator of the seal 
campaign. 

Liberal MP George Baker, 
has warned that seal hunters 
In his riding have threatened 
to shoot at any aircraft or 
boats used by the Greenpeace 
Foundation to spray green 
dye on seal pups. 

Watson said Greenpeace 
was not surprised that Ihe 
seal hunters had threatened 
violence. 


"The seal hunters have 
been behaving like barbarians 
towards the seals for so long 
lhat they have brutalized 
themselves in the process," 
he said. ' 

Greenpeace Foundation 
President Bob Hunter has 
sent a telegram to Romeo 
LeBlanc. federal fisheries 
minister, demending that he 
slop making public threats to 
avrest members w ho. interfere 
with Ihe seal hunt. 

The Greenpeace Foundation 
said its members intended to 
spray the harp seal pups with 
a giteon dye that would 
render their white coals 
worthless to fur buyers. 

The harmless dye will not 
disappear until hie pups’ white 
fur is replaced by the less 
valuable grey coat of the ado¬ 
lescent or mature seals.

Cable ruling sends CRTC packing 


Co-op’s David stuns federal TV Goliath

A 29-year-old David from 
Victoria staggered a federal 
Goliath with a blow Tuesday 
which also stunned the entire 
Canadian broadcasting in¬ 
dustry and forced a delay of 
months in controversial Victo¬ 
ria and Vancouver cable¬ 
viewing changes. 

Victoria lawyer David Lis- 
son won a court victory for 
the citizens’ group Capital 
Cable Co-operative which was 
so unexpected and sweeping 
that the Canadian Radio- 


Television Commission, boss 
of all broadcasters, was left 
unsure of its core licensing 
powers. . 

As a result, CRTC chairman 
Harry Boyle adjourned major 
commission hearings the rest 
of this week in Vancouver and 
Victoria with no knowledge of 
when they would resume or 
whether the CRTC could go 
ahead with a hearings sched¬ 


ule which is filled tor the rest 
of 1976. 

The court victory came 
when Mr. Justice J. E. Dube 
of the Federal Court of Can¬ 
ada trials division upheld Lis- 
son's argument at a Vancou¬ 
ver hearing Monday that the 
co-op should be able to bid for 
the Victoria Cablevisio'n Ltd. 
licence at the now-cancelled 
Victoria hearing. 


The CRTC. which has ruled 
it could only hear the cable 
company’s licence-renewal 
application, reacted by saying 
most of its procedures had 
been cast into doubt and 
CRTC lawyers would have to 
sort it out. 

Broadcast and legal sources 
said the alternatives were a 
CRTC appeal, a rewritten 
CRTC rule allowing competi¬ 


tive bids, a change in federal 
law and even., as one legal ex¬ 
pert said, “disband the CRTC 
and start all over again.” 

All sources agreed the alter¬ 
natives could mean delays of 
three months to more than a 
year before the mess is 
cleared up. They also agreed 
the CRTC would probably ex¬ 
tend current cable. TV and 
radio licences for the time 


being and cable spectrums 
would stay as is. 

Dube issued a vyrit request¬ 
ed by Lisson which orders the 
CRTC to hear the co-op bid 
fora Greater Victoria cable- 
JPT licence “before renewing 
the licence of Victoria Cable- 
vision Ltd.” 

The co-op applied to the 
CRTC in October for an equal 
hearing with the cable firm 


but the CRTC returned the 
application, saying its rules 
for licence renewals only al¬ 
lowed a bid by the licence ’ 
holder and protests, 'called 
“interventions.” by oppo¬ 
nents. If the licence was not 
renewed, new bids would be 
called. 

Dube agreed with Lisson 
that this was “contrary to 
natural justice ... it was 
more in the public interest 
that competitive applications 
be heard.” 

The judge noted the CRTC

Rent curbs hurt both sides 


OTTAWA (CP) - Rent con¬ 
trols are harmful for both 
landlords and tenants, says 
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Barrie Clark. British Colum¬ 
bia rentalsman. 

But Clark, who rules on 
landlord-tenant disputes, told 
a builders’ conference Tues¬ 
day that he believed govern¬ 
ments would find it difficult to 
drop controls. 

“I van only see a gloomy 
picture.” 

He said that his experience 
after two years of watching 
rent controls operate in B.C. 
was that maintenance of 
existing rental units ground to 
a halt, the elderly and single¬ 
parent families were barred 
from many apartment proj¬ 
ects, and small landlords 
were hit hard.

The big corporate landlord 
was able to handle rent con¬ 
trols without difficulty, but 
the small landlord suffered, 
with his family’s finances hit 
hard. 

Landlords tried to figure out 
way's of beating the system, 
and maintenance of existing 
units came to a standstill.

OTTAWA (CP) — Feder&l,aii3.>rovmcial welfare 
ministers reached agreement in principle Tuesday on 
a new cost-sharing scheme for social services. 

“There are a couple of points of detail to be ex¬ 
amined,” said federal Welfare Minister Marc Lalonde, 
"but generally I can say that there is agreement on the 
new social services legislation.” 


The new formula would re¬ 
place current arrangements 
and expand cost-sharing 
agreements to cover such ser¬ 
vices as group transportation 
for the disabled and operating 
costs of provincial rehabili¬ 
tation lacilities. 

Today the ministers are 
scheduled to tackle the com¬ 
plicated question of a guaran- 
teed-income program. The 
last federal-provincial welfare 
conference, in May, at one 
point seemed about to fall 
apart because of basic dif¬ 
ferences between Ottawa and 
the provinces over control of 
such a program. 

The federal government 
now has decided that any 
guaranteed income scheme 
should be administered by the 
provinces, even if the federal 
government picks up most of 
the costs. 

Lalonde said Tuesday he 
hoped that shift in the federal 
position would clear the way 
(or agreement on a program 
this year. 

Quebec Welfare Minister 
Claude Forget was noncom- 
mital about his pnpvince’s po¬ 
sition on the revised federal 
program. 

However, he said he sup¬ 
ported the federal decision to 
leave administration up to the 
provinces. 

William Vander Zalm, 
human resources minister for 
B.C., said in an interview that 
he supported the proposal for 
a new social services cost¬ 
sharing formula. 

“It is a progressive ap¬ 
proach," he said. 

However, Vander Zalm said 
he would have to lake a 
harder look at the federal 
government’s guaranteed in¬ 
come proposals before ■com¬ 
mitting B.C. to the plan. 

Ottawa has proposed a two- 
section program. An income 
support program would guar¬ 
antee a minimum annual in¬ 
come for persons classified as 
unemployables, and another 
program wduld supplement 
Ihe incomes of those Lalonde 
described as “the forgotten el¬ 
ement in our society the 
working poor,”

"Only the smallest fry can 
get through these nets." Law 
says. "All the rest never get 


out to sea to grow and ma¬ 
ture.” 

Law said the gillnel fisher¬ 
men use nets w ith a lour and 
three-quarter inch mesh, al¬ 
lowing the smaller fish to get 
through, and fish normally at-i 
about an 18 foot depth. 

Seiners wore first allowed in 
the Sound in 1973. Law said 
"But they have been allowed 
to fish the Sound ever since 
ar.-.l their < seiners I number is 
grow mg every year. 

"They have definitely ef¬ 
fected the livelihood of the up 
to 2.1)00 gillnetters <»n the west 
coast, hut that’s not our main 


.•oiicvrn We don’t want to see 
them clean out the salmon aS 
they have the herring catch." 

This is not the first time 
that the local fishermen have 
attempted to close off the 
joiners during thte season. 

"We tried a petition on the 
same matter last year but we 
didn't get enough signatures," 
Law said. 

This year, the group hopes 
to pul 5.000 or more names on 
their petition. 

"We're sure the sports fi¬ 
shermen here arc with us on 
this ihing. and it we can just 
get their support we should lie 


able to get that many names. 
We don't think the fisheries 
department can ignore a peti¬ 
tion of that size." 

If the group is successful 
with the petition, it will sent 
to Albemi MP Hugh Ander¬ 
son. along with letters- to 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
the leaders of the opposition 
parties. 

"It's a tremendously impor¬ 
tant issue. <>nc that can make 
or break Port Albemi as a 
lishing centre in future years. 
We can only hope the local 
people will get behind us." 
Law' said. 


The matter was brought up 
at this week's council meeting 
by Aid. Mark Izevich, who 
chaired the meeting in the ab¬ 
sence of mayor ' Howard 
McLean. 

Izevich said hfc was in fa¬ 
vour ol the petition since 
"most of our local fishermen 
are gillnetters and trollers." 

He said he could not under¬ 
stand why the fisheries de¬ 
partment had allowed the 
seiners to continue to operate 
in the Sound, since they 
operated what he termed an 
"indiscriminate fish trap 
which makes no allowance for 


the size of the, tish they 
“catch." 

Aid. George McKnight 
agreed that as it had l>een 
presented to him by-local fi¬ 
shermen. the use of seiner 
nets should npt be allowed in 
"a fishery when lish size has 
a bearing on future produc¬ 
tion." • 

McKnight said, however, he 
was not too well acquainted 
with the subject and. before 
offering the city’s support to 
the petition, he would like the 
men responsible for the jieli- 
tion to visit council and 
present their views. 


Aid. Bryon Latham then 
said that it would only be fair 
to hear both sides of the ques- 
’ tion. and suggested that a 
representative from the fi¬ 
sheries department should 
.also be invited to council Pi 
explain why the department 
was allowing the seiners 
access to Barkley Sound. 

A motion was then passed 
unanimously to have the. city 
invite both the petitioners and 
the fisheries department to 
send a representative to the 
earliest imssible council meet* 
ing to brief council and allow 
it to assume a stand on the 
matter.

NANAIMO - City council 
here could be looking at an 
increase of 300 per cent in the 
cost of policing the city within 
I he next four years. 

Mayor Frank Ney, in a 
speech to the Nanaimo Ki- 
wanis Club Tuesday, said the 
present cost of providing po¬ 
lice service in the city was 
$479,000. This figure, however, 
is based on a police to popula¬ 
tion ratio of one to 950. Ney 
told the Kiwanians that the 
ideal ratio would be one po¬ 
liceman to every 650 popula¬ 
tion. The figure is also taking 
into consideration the fact 
that under terms' of the amal¬ 
gamation agreement, the pro¬ 
vincial government will be 
picking up the cost of policing 
in the newly amalgamated 
parts of the city until 1980. 

The mayor said he exacts 
that the city's population wilN 
.jump to about 60,000 from the 
present 45,000 within the next 
four yean. Ti this happens 
and the police strength is in¬ 
creased from the present 47 to 
60 members, ihe cost to the 
city would be $1,250,000, based 
on 1976 wage rates'- 

"And, when you add any 
inflation, this will probably hit 
an amount between $1.5 mil¬ 
lion and $2 million a year." he 

said. 

A substantial increase over 
the 1980 figures can be ex¬ 
pected when the provincial 
cost sharing under amal¬ 
gamation is no longer in ef¬ 
fect. 

City council is also awaiting 
a refiprt from the B.C. Police 
Commission, which will be the 
results of a study on present 
policing of the area, its needs 
and all other aspects of the 
operation. Ney has said that 
when he receives his copy of 
the report, it will be made 
public. 

In his speech to the Kiwanis 
Club. Ney also pointed to in¬ 
creasing cosrt* in the fields of 
lire protection, recreation, 
public works and mads, to 
draw attention to his frequent¬ 
ly repealed call for fiscal re¬ 
straint and resjionstbility in 
the running of the city. 

On 1'hle plus mido. the mayor 
told his audience that the $58 
million in new construction 
undertaken In the city in 1975 
w ill add about $600,000 toward 
the annual tax revenue to the 
. city. 

"If revenues such os this 
continue, they will go a long 
way in helping ease the cost 
when the government relin¬ 
quishes its responsibilities in 
four years.” the mayor said. 

He said that, with continued 
growth and continued careful 
financial management, the 
city of Nanaimo lias "an ex¬ 
traordinary fine future."

School ready in May

TORT HARDY — Presence 
of underlying rock, which 
wasn’t discovered in prelimi¬ 
nary soil surveys, has led to a 
month's setback in (’(instruc¬ 
tion of a junior high school 
here. 

Despite the delay, comple¬ 
tion of the $2 million school,, 
which will house 450 students, 
is expected by May 1. 

Construction is being car¬ 
ried out by more than 20 con¬ 
tractors from all over the 
province, working under the 
management of A. D Storrie 
Construction of Campbell 
River. 

The arrangement, said Stor- 
ric toreman Holger Forsell,. 
eliminates the prime contrac¬ 
tor. who is replaced by a con¬ 
struction manager The man¬ 
ager accepts tenders from 
sub-contractors, organizes 
work schedules, provides liai¬ 
son between all parties and 
even, sometimes, acts as an 
unofficial labor relations 
board. 

"There are so many people 
to contend with, ar important 
part of my .job is trying to 
keep peace with all of them." 
Forsell said. 

The new school is part of a 
two-stage building program. 
The first section, which will 
open for classes in Sep¬ 


tember. will be used as a jun¬ 
ior secondary school. The sec¬ 
ond stage will add senior sec¬ 
ondary facilities. , 

School District 85 works su¬ 
perintendent Mike Roscoe 
said there aren’t enough se¬ 
nior students m the communi¬ 
ty to justify the second stage 
at this time. 

The first stage, however, 
will include provision of 
rooms for commerce, science, 
textiles, art and music and 
foods, as w-ell as metal and 


wood shops and a large audi¬ 
torium which will eventually 
be required for Grades 11 and 
12 . 

"There will be facilities that 
very few junior high schools 
have anywhere." Roscoe said. 

■* Only two actual classrooms 
are included in the current 
construction program, mean¬ 
ing the junior students will be 
using the shops and other spe¬ 
cialty areas as classrooms. 
Roscoe said this shouldn’t re¬ 
sult in any real inconvenience.

Dr. Alan Burr, spokesman 
for the residents, said the 
plan had created intense con¬ 
fusion and he was hoping the 
feeling of resentment that had 
arisbn could he reduced. 

He said the possibility of 
widening roads in the town 
was causing concern to many 
residents, and that Ihe group 
would like data on how some 
of the information in the plan 
was arrived at. 

A petition from residents 
living in the area bounded by 
Comox Avbnue. Church 
Street. Buena Vista Ave.. and 
Ivy Place objecting to rezon- 
ing of the p roperty for any 
other use than for single fami¬ 
ly dwellings and business pur¬ 
poses legitimately established 
and operating before Jan' 
1976. was presented to the 
mayor. 

. The document states: 

• The area in question has 
been an ideal location for sin¬ 
gle family dwellings and resi¬ 
dents purchased or built their 
homes because of the central 
location and rural atmosphere 
that prevails. 

• Residents settled in the 
area for privacy and low den¬ 
sity population and object to 
any infringements which will 
affect, their holdings. 

• To overcome the original 
hodge-jKxlge in this area, 
council, many years ago. en¬ 
acted legislation restricting 
tV|>es and number of dwell¬ 
ings in the district. 

This new plan, the petition 
states, seems a st^ji back¬ 
wards rather than forward. 

The plan is designed to es¬ 
tablish guidelines for future 
development of the town, 
makes recommendations on 
land use for residential, com¬ 
mercial and industrial areas, 
civic buildings, subdivision 
and road development. 

Two main commercial 
nreas are recommended — 
the existing downtown core 
and a new shopping centre in 
the ’undeveloped area to the 
north of Noel and west ol An- 
derton. 

The plan also recommends 
that low-density multiple fam¬ 
ily housing be spread through¬ 
out the community. 

The proixwal in the plan to 
aHow multiple family dwell¬ 
ings along Comox Avenue was 
one of the main concerns of 
the petitioners. 

They feel there are enough

row housing. 

They said such housing 
would "completely destroy

DUNCAN — A government- 
sponsored study on the re¬ 
alignment of boundaries in 
the Cowichan Valley has 
moved one step closer to com¬ 
pletion with a report from the 
budget and taxation sub-com¬ 
mittee. 

The sub-committee, choired 
by Duncan city Aid. Martin 
Lukaitis. has tabled its rejiort 
on the combined 1975 budgets 
for the study area and a pro¬ 
jected single municipal bud¬ 
get using the same figures. 

The study, which slarled in 
June of .1975 with the financial 
support from the municipal 
affairs department, includes 
the municipalities of Duncan. 
North Cowichan and Lady¬ 
smith. along with unorganized 
electoral areas D, E, F, G, 
and H (Diamond only). 

The combined budgets pro¬ 
jected towards a single mu¬ 
nicipal budget total $11,623,293 
based on 1975 figures. The net 


taxable value of the three mu¬ 
nicipalities and five electoral 
areas would be $89,405,280. 

On tabling these figures. 
Lukaitis said the financial an¬ 
alysis is based on rough ap¬ 
proximations' without detailed 
analysis. 

'The report is intended for 
illustrative purposes only, a 
more detailed analysis w ill be 
made before the final draft 
budget, which will be made 
before the final draft budget, 
which will be required to sujv 
jiorL the senior committee’s 
ultimate recommendations,” 
he said. 

The report assumes thai full 
municipal services w ill be-ex¬ 
tended to all rural areas with¬ 
in the study area. 

But the budget and taxation 
chairman said that this need 
not be necessary. 

"In some cases certain 
areas may want limited ser- 
' vices and wish to be taxed in 
accordance with the service 
extended to them," Lukaitis 
said.

New owners ‘save’ Saints 


Promise of receiving back 
pay under the new ownership 
that has taken over the finan¬ 
cially-plagued club, didn't in¬ 
spire the Minnesota Fighting 
Saints to any hew heights 
Tuesday.

The first business for the 
new investors is to make good 
on the back payroll cheques 
which are outstanding and the 
mabr reason Belisle made the 
final decision to sell the club. 

The ownership change came 
a few hours after the players 
discovered that their latest 
pay cheques would bounce. 
The First National Bank of St. 
Paul, which had agreed to 
meet the payroll after obtain¬ 
ing commitments from bu¬ 
sinessmen and been given 
first call t>f the gate receipts, 
wouldn’t honor the cheques 
after realizing the gate re¬ 
ceipts weren’t paying off an 
earlier payroll fast enough. 

The new owners are 
scrambling to raise $600,000 
they say is necessary to com¬ 
plete the season and they plan 
to keen the team in St. Paul.

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Cable ruling sends CRTC packing 

Co-op’s David stuns federal TV Goliath 


Winner Lisson 
. . . judge agreed

A 29-year-old David from 
Victoria staggered a federal 
Goliath with a blow Tuesday 
which also stunned the entire 
Canadian broadcasting in¬ 
dustry and forced a delay of 
months in controversial Victo¬ 
ria and Vancouver* cable¬ 
viewing changes. 

Victoria lawyer David Lis¬ 
son won a court victory for 
thee citizens’ group Capital 
Cable Co-operative which was 
so unexpected and sweeping 
that the Canadian Radio- 


Television Commission, boss 
of all broadcasters, was left 
unsure of its core licensing 
powers. 

As a result, CRTC chairman 
Harry Boyle adjourned major 
commission hearings the rest 
of this week in Vancouver and 
Victoria with no knowledge of 
when- they would resume or 
whether the CRTC could go 
ahead with a hearings sched¬ 


ule which is filled for the rest 
of 19715. 

The court victory came 
when Mr. Justice J. E. Dube 
of the Federal Court of Can¬ 
ada trials division upheld Lis- 
son’s argument at a Vane >u- 
ver hearing Monday that the 
co-op should be able to bid for 
the Victoria Cablevision Ltd. 
licence at the now-cancelled 
Victoria hearing. 


The CRTC, which has ruled 
it could only hear the cable 
company's licence-renewal 
application, reacted by saying 
most of its procedures had 
been cast into doubt and 
CRTC lawyers would have to 
sort it out. 

Broadcast and legal sources 
said the alternatives were a 
CRTC appeal, a rewritten 
CRTC rule allowing competi¬ 


tive bids, a change in federal 
law and even, ns one legal ex¬ 
pert said, “disband the CRTC 
an&start all over again.” 

'All sources agreed the alter¬ 
natives could mean delays of 
three months to more than a 
year before the mess is 
cleared up. They also agreed 
the CRTC would probably ex¬ 
tend current cable, TV and 
radio licences for the time 


being and - cable spectrums 
would stay as is. 

Dube issued a writ request¬ 
ed by Lisson which orders Jhe 
CRTC to hear the co-op bid 
.. lor a Greater Victoria cable- 
TV licence “before renewing 
the licence of Victoria Cable- 
vision Ltd." 

The co-op applied to the 
CRTC in October for an equal 
hearing with the cable firm 


but the CRTC returned the 
application, saying its rules 
for licence renewals only al¬ 
lowed a bid by the licence 
holder and protests, called 
“interventions.” by opi>o- 
nents. If the licence was not 
renewed, new bids would be 
called. 

Dube agreed with Lisson 
that this was "contrary to 
natural justice ... it wtfs 
more in the public interest 
that competitive applications 
be heard."

Rent curbs hurt both sides

ects. and small landlords 
were hit hard. 

The former Liberal member 
of the B.C. Legislature was ap¬ 
pointed rentalsman in 1974 
under former New Democrat¬ 
ic Party government legisla¬ 
tion and was retained by the 
recently elected Social Credit 
government.

The big corporate landlord 
was able 1o handle rent con¬ 
trols without difficulty, but 
(he. small landlord suffered, 
with his family’s finances hit 
hard. 

Landlords tried to figure out 
ways of beating the system, 
and maintenance of existing 
units came to a standstill. 


Welfare 

sharing 

agreed 


OTTAWA (CP) — Federal and provincial welfare 
ministers reached agreement in principle Tuesday on 
a new cost-sharing scheme for social services. 

"There are a couple of points of detail to be ex¬ 
amined," said federal Welfare Minister Marc Lalonde. 
“but generally I can say that there is agreement on thf 
new social services legislation.” 


The new formula would re¬ 
place current arrangements 
and expand cost-sharing 
agreements to cover such ser¬ 
vices as group transportation 
for the disabled and operating 
costs of provincial rehabili¬ 
tation facilities. 

Today the ministers arc 
scheduled to tackle the com¬ 
plicated question of a guaran- 
teed-income program. The 
last federal-provincial welfare 
conference, in May. at one 
point seemed about to fall 
apart because of basic dif¬ 
ferences between Ottawa and 
the provinces over control of 
such a program. 

The federal government 
now has decided that any 
guaranteed income scheme 
should be administered by the 
provinces, even if • the federal 
government picks up most of 
the costs. 

Lalonde said Tuesday he 
hoped that shift in the federal 
position would clear the way 
lor agreement on a program 
this year. 

Quebec Welfare Minister 
Claude Forget was noncom- 
mital about his province’s po¬ 
sition on the revised federal 
program. 

However, he said he sup¬ 
ported the federal decision to 
leave administration up to the 
provinces. 

William Vander Zalm, 
human resources minister for 
B.C., said in an interview that 
he supported the proposal for 
a new social services cost¬ 
sharing formula. 

"It is a progressive ap¬ 
proach,"' he said. 

However, Vander Zalm said 
he would have to take a 
harder look at the federal 
government’s guaranteed in¬ 
come proposals before com¬ 
mitting B.C. to the plan. * 

Ottawa has proposed a two- 
section program. An income 
support program would guar¬ 
antee a minimum annual in¬ 
come for persons classified as 
unemployables, and another 
program would supplement 
the incomes of those Lalonde 
described as "the forgotten el¬ 
ement. in our society — the 
working poor."

Bawlf told the committee he 
wouldn’t approach potential 
participants in the foundation 
scheme unless there was cer¬ 
tainty that, the city had 
$750,000 to contribute. 

The aldermen stressed that 
Ihpy would check that aspect, 
hut wouldn't commit the city 
to anything. 

_ Interviewed after the meet¬ 
ing, Bawlf said he wasn't too 
disappointed. Having under¬ 
taken quite a number of resto¬ 
ration projects as a private 
developer, he was used to 
skepticism. 

“As a matter of fact, skep¬ 
ticism about old 'buildings is 
just about the lowest common 
denominator I’ve had to deal 
with in the past few years,” 
Bawlf said. - 

Earlier he told, the commit¬ 
tee he wouldn’t hesitate to 
take on the project of restor¬ 
ing the old Crystaj Garden if 
it weren’t for his promise to 
voters that he wouldn’t in¬ 
volve himself in any develop¬ 
ment activities while he was 
an MLA. 

Wright told Bawlf bluntly 
that unless an economically 
feasible arrangement could be 
worked out for the building’s 
restoration, he would recom¬ 
mend that it "be torn down 
forthwith.” 

The time limit he gave 
Bawlf was 180 days. After 
that, down it would come, 
Wright said. 

"And you can imagine what 
that might do to my political 
career,” Wright said.

Albert Head project protest 

It boils down 


to sewage

Albert Head Ratepayers, 
protesting a proposed 
7.200-unit housing develop¬ 
ment on 850 acres flanking 
J Gloria Road in Col wood, 
have zeroed in on the question 
of sewage disposal. 

At a meeting which lasted 
late Tuesday night, about 70 
residents affirmed their op- 
|s)sition to any sewage outfall 
off Albert liftoff. 

They were, in fact, opposed 
to any ocean disposal of sew- 
age. 

' They decided to demand 
that, the Capital Region Board 
investigate lapd disposal of 
sewage if it approved Dunhill 
Development Corp., a crown 


agency, going ahead with the 
development. 

Farmer Geoffrey Mitchell 
noted that the outfall which 
has been proposed for Albert 
Head would be more than 1 
miles Icing, and costly. 

He acknowledged that land 
disposal was not profitable, 
hut said it did have the ad¬ 
vantage of reluming nutrients 
to the land. 

Ratepayer' Association 
president Shirley Wilde noted 
that the plans presented to 
the regional boarjl by Dunhill 
last week had set deadlines in 
the spring for planning to he 
done between CRD staff and 
Dunhill. 

It also suggested cost-shar¬ 
ing on the installation of ser¬ 
vices to the development, with 


recommendations to be ready 
again in the spring. 

She said the region would 
be unlikely to agree to cost¬ 
sharing or to installing an out¬ 
fall for the number of units 
which could be built on the 
270 acres actually owned by 
Dunhill. 

“To sell anyone on‘the idea, 
they have to have a more 
elaborate plan. 

“They have dazzled people 
with figures. 

“They say they are going to 
put 22,000 people there. 

"It is a fantastic plan, but 
we have to •'go back to cold, 
hard realities.” 

”4 would like to know how 
many units they can build on 
270 acres of rock, runoff and 


wet areas after putting in 
roads and 6ther services.” 

She said the plans lor the 
other 580 acres had . been 
brought in to nwke die plans 
more spectacular. 

The ratepayers were also 
condemed about transportation 
in and out, <if Lite area. 

There was, they said, al¬ 
ready a bottleneck for com¬ 
muters working in Victoria. 

The transfiortation problem 
had to be solved, they agreed, 
before the region started deal¬ 
ing with further development 
out of town.

Lawyer Dean Wilson used 
ihe argument in asking Judge 
F. S. Green of Victoria pro¬ 
vincial court to dismiss an es¬ 
caping charge against Wil¬ 
liam Harold Mack.

Mack was arrested April 2; 
1975, and has been in custody 
since awaiting preliminary 
hearing or higher-court trials 
on charges of escaping and 
being unlawfully at lapge 
from William Head in March 
and of three Victoria and Sa¬ 
anich store holdups April 1 
and 2.
